New species of snake named

WITH LESS than a month to go for 
Assembly elections, the 
Maharashtra government has 
agreed to raise loans worth crores 
of rupees from the central gov¬ 
ernment-run National Co-oper¬ 
ative Development Corporation 
(NCDC) to recapitalise some ail¬ 
ing sugar cooperatives. 

The move comes at a time 
when unsecured loans extended 
by the state-run Maharashtra 
State Cooperative Bank to sugar 
units during the Congress-led 
regime are under the scanner. 

The decision was taken after 
sugar factories controlled by 
three Congress and NCP defec¬ 
tors to the ruling party, two sen¬ 
ior BJP ministers, a BJP ally, and 
a Shiv Sena MLA submitted pro- 
posals requesting the state to 
procure capital loans totalling Rs 
647 crore for them. 

NCDC, a statutory financial 
lender for cooperatives, had ear¬ 
lier ruled out direct funding to 
these factories due to their high 
negative net worth and weak liq¬ 
uidity position. 

On September 11, the state’s 
Cooperative Department issued 
orders permitting raising of loans 
by the state on behalf of the mills 
with preconditions including not 
having a negative net worth. 

State government officials, 
however, said they fear the sugar 
lobby will pressure the govern¬ 
ment for easing the precondi¬ 
tions later. 

The state Cabinet, under Chief 
Minister Devendra Fadnavis, had 
on September 9 taken up propos¬ 
als for raising capital loans for 
four out of the seven factories. 
These included Sahakar 
Shiromani Vasantrao Kale 


Sahakari Sakhar Karkhana 
Limited (SSVKSSL), controlled by 
former Congress leader Kalyan 
Kale, which has accumulated 
losses worth Rs 53.26 crore, and 
former NCP MP Dhananjay 
Mahadik’s family-controlled 
Bhima Sahakari Sakhar Karkhana 
Ltd Takli Sikander (BSSKL) with 
negative net worth of Rs 30 crore. 

While Kale’s factory wants the 
state to obtain a capital loan of Rs 
75 crore from NCDC, Mahadik’s 
BSSKL has sought Rs 85 crore. 

Mahadik was NCP’s Lok Sabha 
candidate from Kolhapur. After 
losing the election, he joined the 
BJP on September 1. Kale, from 
Pandharpur, walked out of 
Congress just before Lok Sabha 
polls. In July, NCP president Sharad 
Pawar had accused Fadnavis of us¬ 
ing the “lure” of funds for sugar 
mills to “engineer” Kale’s defec¬ 
tion, which the latter denied. 

The same day, on September 
9, the Cabinet discussed similar 
proposals seeking assistance of Rs 
50 crore for Maharashtra BJP min¬ 
ister Pankaja Munde-led 
Vaidyanath Sahakari Sakhar 


Karkhana Limited (VSSKL) and Rs 
100 crore for Tatyasaheb Kore 
Warana Sahakari Sakhar 
Karkhana Ltd (TKWSSKL), led by 
former minister Vinay Kore, 
whose political outfit (Jal Surajya 
Shakti) is close to the BJP. 

While Munde’s unit has neg¬ 
ative net worth of Rs 134 crore, 
Kore’s unit is facing a liquidity 
crunch with its overall debt ris¬ 
ing to Rs 467 crore. 

NCDC had earlier turned 
down proposals for direct fund¬ 
ing of these units stating poor fi¬ 
nancial health. “They now want 
to avail of the same loans 
through a backdoor route,” a 
senior official said. 

The Cooperatives Department 
has also received proposals from 
former NCP MP Vijaysinh Mohite- 
Patil promoted Sahakar Maharishi 
Shankarrao Mohite-Patil SSK Ltd 
for Rs 250 crore, Union Minister 
Raosaheb Danve-controlled 
Rameshwar SSK Ltd for Rs 51.67 
crore, and Shiv Sena MLA 
Chandradeep Narke-led Kumbhi 
Kasari SSK Ltd for Rs 35 crore. 
These cooperatives too have neg¬ 


ative net worth. 

Sources said the finance de¬ 
partment had initially opposed 
the proposals, contending that 
in two previous occasions when 
mills benefited from NCDC loans 
routed through the state govern¬ 
ment — Rajgad SSK in 2008-09 
and Bhima Patas in 2017-18 — 
they defaulted on payment of in¬ 
stallments resulting in losses to 
the exchequer. Following this, 
the state had taken a policy de¬ 
cision not to procure such loans 
on the government account. 

Fadnavis told The Indian 
Express, “Cooperative sugar mills 
are facing tough times. So we have 
decided to help them out. But this 
will be done under a policy ffarne- 
work. The Cabinet has clearly 
stated that only those mills with 
net positive worth will qualify for 
NCDC loans (routed through 
state). Several other conditions 
have been put as well. Only those 
who meet these will qualify.” 

Based on the finance depart¬ 
ment’s objections, the govern¬ 
ment has imposed five pre-con¬ 
ditions — qualifying factories 
should have positive net worth, 
zero accumulated losses, no 
state arrears, no history of de¬ 
fault where the state’s bank 
guarantee was invoked, and no 
bad loans from other lending 
institutions. 

According to officials, among 
the current lot of assistance 
seekers, only Kore’s unit meets 
these criteria. 

Principal Secretary 

(Cooperatives) Abha Shukla said 
the Sugar Commissioner had 
evaluated the technical and fi¬ 
nancial strength of these units 
after the Cabinet nod. “We have 
shared our recommendations 
with the government,” Sugar 
Commissioner Shekhar 

Gaikwad told The Indian Express. 


17 killed, 6 missing as rain 
lashes Pune district

INTENSE RAIN lashed various 
parts of Pune district between 
Wednesday night and Thursday 
morning, with 17 people killed in 
rain- and flooding-related inci¬ 
dents, police said. A further six 
people were reported missing. 

The district administration 
said around 3,000 persons were 
affected by the rain within the 
Pune city limits, and civic officials 
said areas located alongside the 
nallahs that flow into the Mutha 
river were the worst affected. 

Among the rural areas, the 
worst affected was Baramati, 
where 3,165 people from 21 vil¬ 
lages were shifted to temporary 
camps as areas located on the 
banks of Karhe river were flooded. 

“A total of3,500 people were 
shifted to safer locations at camps 
set up in parts of the city, and at 
least additional 5,000 people 
have got affected in some or the 
other way,” said Pune Municipal 
Commissioner Saurabh Rao. 

The IMD termed the rainfall 


reported during the intervening 
night of Wednesday and 
Thursday as ‘intense’ but of mod¬ 
erate rainfall category (15 mm - 64 
mm). This rainfall was mainly trig¬ 
gered due to convective activity 
and was highly localised in nature. 

Officials from the 
Maharashtra Electricity 
Distribution Company Ltd said 
that 1.25 lakh customers were 
affected due to the downpour as 
the power distribution system 
had suffered major damage. In 


some areas, gas pipelines were 
also damaged and civic officials 
said the water supply system in 
parts of the city was affected. 

Pune District Collector Naval 
Kishore Ram said the families of 
those lulled as well as other people 
affected by the rain will be pro¬ 
vided relief as per the norms of the 
National Disaster Relief Fund. “The 
Model Code of Conduct, which is 
in force for the upcoming 
Assembly polls, will not affect the 
relief efforts,” he said.

VILLAGERS IN north Kashmir’s 
Baramulla district on Thursday 
torched a Border Security Force 
(BSF) vehicle after it collided with 
a civilian vehicle, injuring three 
people, including a police official. 

The incident took place near 
Pattan on the Baramulla- 
Srinagar national highway. AJ&K 
Police officer told The Indian 
Express that the police official in¬ 
jured in the accident was driving 
the car, and there were two 
women in the vehicle. 

“There were two BSF vehicles 
going towards Baramulla... After 
the accident, angry locals set 
ablaze the BSF vehicle... The BSF 
personnel were rescued by their 
colleagues who were in the sec¬ 
ond vehicle,” the police officer 
said, adding that the condition of 
the injured police official, who has 
been shifted to SKIMS hospital in 
Srinagar, is stated to be critical. 

A senior BSF officer said, “We 
are trying to get more informa¬ 
tion about the damage to the BSF 
vehicle.” He added that no BSF 
personnel were injured. 


Discovery At Archaeology Site Pushes Back History Of Literacy In South India 


Ta mil Nadu govt to step up research, excavations at Keeladi

A WEEK after a report published 
by the Tamil Nadu State 
Archaeology Department de¬ 
tailed evidence that the Sangam 
era of South India and the Tamil 
Brahmi script dated back to the 
6th century BCE, the state gov¬ 
ernment has decided to strike a 
tripartite agreement with the 
Madurai Kamaraj University and 
Harvard University to step up re¬ 
search and excavations at 
Keeladi in Sivagangai district. 

The September 19 report, ti¬ 
tled ‘Keeladi-An Urban 
Settlement of Sangam Age on 
the Banks of River Vaigai’, pushes 
back the history of literacy in 
South India from the previously 
assumed 3rd century BCE. It 


states that Tamils attained liter¬ 
acy at least 2,600 years ago, 
which reduces the gap between 
the Sangam era and the Indus 
Valley Civilisation (1,500 BCE). 

Changing previous theories, 
the latest findings state that, like 
in the Gangetic plains, “there were 
large scale brick structures and as¬ 
sociated artefacts of high eco¬ 
nomic value”, suggesting an active 
urban life as early as 6th century 
BC in Tamil Nadu and south India. 

The findings have gained sig¬ 
nificance as the Keeladi project 
was neglected by the 
Archaeological Survey of India 
(ASI), despite the unearthing 
crucial leads in its three-phase 
excavations started in 2014. 

The Madurai Kamaraj 
University has officially con¬ 
firmed that the state archaeol¬ 
ogy department has approached 


them for advanced studies at 
Keeladi. A memorandum of un¬ 
derstanding in this regard will be 
signed soon. The university said 
it will also continue excavations 


at the sites at Mannalur and 
Konthagai, and the findings will 
be scientifically ascertained with 
the help of an advanced labora¬ 
tory at Harvard University. 


K Rajan, a prominent scholar 
who teach archaeology at 
Puducherry Central University, 
told The Indian Express, “Now we 
have a total of 20 samples that go 
back to the 6th century BCE to 
prove that we had a writing sys¬ 
tem in South India during the pe¬ 
riod. Even though we couldn’t 
establish a direct link to the 
Indus Valley Civilisation, the 
graffiti marks among these sam¬ 
ples from Keeladi indicates that 
we may be inching towards es¬ 
tablishing a link in the next few 
years. In South India, we have 
had an Iron Age between 2000 
BCE to 600 BCE. So it is a hypoth¬ 
esis that the graffiti marks we 
found from the region may have 
links to the Indus Valley period.” 

The report states that there 
were 56 Tamil Brahmi-inscribed 
potsherds from Keeladi. 


According to T Udhayachandran, 
the commissioner of the state ar¬ 
chaeology department, many of 
these letters were engraved by 
the owners after purchasing the 
pots, and not while they were 
being made. 

“This indicates a high literacy 
of the contemporary society that 
lived in the 6th century BCE in 
this region,” Udhayachandran 
said. 

He said many other items 
they excavated from Keeladi 
such as spindle whorls, sharply 
pin-pointed bone tip tools used 
for design creations, hanging 
stones of the yarn, terracotta 
spheres and even copper nee¬ 
dles attest the various stages of 
weaving industry from spinning, 
yarning, looming and weaving in 
that period with an active indus¬ 
trial activity in the area. 


T ripura woman 
gangraped, dumped 
on road; six arrested

A 32-YEAR-OLD woman was al¬ 
legedly abducted, gangraped 
and dumped on a road in 
Agartala in the early hours of 
Wednesday. Six of the nine ac¬ 
cused were arrested on 
Thursday. 

Police said the woman was 
abducted by an autorickshaw 
driver on Tuesday night when she 
was on her way back from a hos¬ 
pital, where she had gone for the 
treatment of her child. She was al¬ 
legedly moved to a van enroute 
and gangraped by nine people, in¬ 
cluding the driver, before being 
dumped on a road around 11.30 
pm. She was found by passersby 
in a near-unconscious state on 
Wednesday morning. 

A police officer said the six ar- 
rested accused have been 
charged with rape and criminal 
conspiracy. “The victim’s hus¬ 
band has lodged a complaint 
against nine persons for al¬ 
legedly kidnapping and raping 
her... A manhunt is going on for 
the others. The detainees will be 
produced before the Chief 
Judicial Magistrate’s court to¬ 
day,” the officer said. 

The six accused, including 
two juveniles, were produced 
before a local court on Thursday 
evening. The juvenile detainees 
were referred to the state juve¬ 
nile board while the remaining 


four were sent to six-day judicial 
custody. 

All the detainees would be 
produced before the court on 
October 1, Assistant Public 
Prosecutor in-charge Bidyut 
Sutradhar said. 

“The woman is undergoing 
treatment at a hospital. She is 
now stable,” the police said. 

The autorickshaw driver was 
known to the victims, the 
woman’s family said. The vic¬ 
tim’s husband claimed it took 
him more than an hour to get the 
police to register a complaint. 
However, West Tripura SP Ajit 
Pratap Singh denied the 
allegation. 

The incident has triggered 
widespread outrage in Tripura 
with the Opposition and women 
rights organisations demanding 
strict punishment for the culprits. 

Chief Minister Biplab Kumar 
Deb is learnt to have told the 
DGP to take necessary steps to 
arrest all culprits at the earliest. 

Congress leader Subal 
Bhowmik alleged that a BJP leg¬ 
islator tried to discourage police 
from registering a complaint. 

Barnali Goswami, chairper¬ 
son of the Tripura Commission 
for Women, said a TCW delega¬ 
tion met the victim at the hospi¬ 
tal. She demanded capital pun¬ 
ishment for the culprits. 

Tripura Human Rights 
Organisation chief Purushottan 
Roy Barman said, “This incident 
reminds of Delhi’s Nirbhaya case.” 


Kerala girl raped by father, 
molested by his friends

A 12-YEAR-OLD girl was raped 
by her father and molested by 
20-30 of his friends in Kerala’s 
Malappuram district over a pe¬ 
riod of two years, police have 
said. 

The rape and molestations 
came to light after a counselling 
session at the girl’s school last 
week. 

“The girl had turned gloomy, 
and subsequently a counseling 
session was held at school for 
her, which revealed the trauma 
she had been undergoing for the 


last two years,” said investigat¬ 
ing officer T Naushad. 

The IO said the girl was first 
raped by her own father two 
years ago. Later, she was molested 
by her father’s friends, who used 
to come home to drink with the 
father. As per her statement, 20 to 
30 persons had molested her over 
the past two years. 

However, she has not told po¬ 
lice that she was raped by her fa¬ 
ther’s friends. 

Police said, three persons, in¬ 
cluding the girl’s father, have 
been arrested since the incident 
came to the fore. The IO said po¬ 
lice are trying to identify the 
other accused. 


Haryana Cong MLA’s 
election declared void

THE PUNJAB and Haryana High 
Court has declared as void the 
election of HAryana Congress 
MLA Jai Tirath Dahiya, who had 
won the Rai constituency by just 
three votes in 2014. 

The verdict comes at the fag 
end of Dahiya’s term, as the 
Election Commission has al¬ 
ready announced that the state 
Assembly polls will be held on 
October 21. 


In the judgment copy released 
Wednesday, a bench of Justice 
Harinder Singh Sidhu said that 
nine void votes were cast in 
favour of Dahiya and two void 
votes were cast in favour of the 
petitioner Inderjit, the losing INLD 
candidate. “After the deduction 
of the void votes from their tally, 
the void votes polled by the re¬ 
turned candidate are 36,694 and 
the votes polled by the petitioner 
(Inderjit) are 36,698. Resultantly, 
the petitioner has polled more 
votes than the respondent 
(Dahiya),” the verdict read. 


Cops: Hindutva group, BJP 
disrupt film shooting over 


rumours of Tipu biopic

A GROUP of Hindutva activists 
allegedly dismpted the shooting 
of action-comedy film Sultan in 
Dindigul, Tamil Nadu, following 
reports that the movie was about 
Tipu Sultan’s life. 

The film was being shot near 
an Archaeological Survey of 
India-protected site on Tuesday 
night when members of the 
Hindu Munnani and BJP arrived 
on the location and allegedly 
raised slogans against Tipu Sultan 
and Tamil actor Karthi, assuming 
that the latter was playing the 
role of the erstwhile ruler of 
Mysore who Hindu groups have 
tried to project as a Muslim bigot. 

There were no damages but 
the shooting was disrupted, ac¬ 
cording to a police officer in 
Dindigul. “They were in the final 
stage of shooting. Local cadres of 
Hindu Munnani and BJP organ¬ 
ised and marched to the location 
near a site protected by the ASI... 
They organised and marched to 


the area believing a news report 
that the movie’s name was not 
Sultan but Tipu Sultan’. As the 
mob refused to leave the area 
even after they were briefed 
about the original story, the film 
crew left the place with all valu¬ 
able equipment,” the officer said. 

The producer, S R Prabhu’s 
Dream Warrior Pictures, issued 
a statement on Thursday clarify¬ 
ing that the movie has nothing 
to do with Tipu Sultan. 
“Incidents of several smaller out¬ 
fits targeting the movie industry 
is seemingly increasing these 
days. There is a censor board to 
decide what not to be shown in 
a movie. Any decision about 
what to be shown within the 
censor board norms goes to the 
filmmaker.... We condemn those 
groups who pose hindrance to 
the making of movies,” it said. 

Talking to The Indian Express, 
Prabhu said it was a locally organ¬ 
ised group who protested with¬ 
out any clue about the film’s plot. 

Leaders of the BJP and Hindu 
Munnani were not available for 
comment.

Tension at Kerala church: 
One faction courts arrest, 
another waits to move in

KOCHI,SEPTEMBER 26 

THE ST Mary’s Cathedral at 
Piravom near Kochi witnessed 
tense scenes on Thursday when 
police broke open the main gate 
and arrested priests and laity of 
the Jacobite faction of Malankara 
Church to implement a High Co¬ 
urt order to vacate the premises. 

The High Court had directed 
police to implement the 2017 rul¬ 
ing of Supreme Court, granting 
ownership of the church and over 
1000 other churches to the Ortho¬ 
dox faction of Malankara church. 

Hearing a plea by the Ortho¬ 
dox faction earlier in the day, com¬ 
plaining that the 2017 mling was 
not implemented, the High Court 
castigated the Jacobite faction, 
“What gives you the right to lock 
the gates of the church? Who gave 
you the authority to block the fai¬ 
thful who want to offer prayers?” 

Underlining that the apex 
court’s ruling must be complied 
with, the High Court asked police 
to arrest supporters of thejacobite 
group and evacuate the premises. 

Around 1 pm, police started 
breaking locks on the main gate. 
Hundreds of followers of the 
Jacobite faction and priests resis¬ 
ted attempts of the police to enter 
the church. The priests initially re¬ 
fused to leave the premises. After 
talks with district collector S 
Suhas, they said they would court 
arrest with the laity. “The police 
and administration may have 
sympathies for us, but their hands 
are tied. They want us to leave and 
court arrest. So we have agreed,” a 
priest told the protesters. 

But several protesters refused 
to leave. Clasping their hands, they 
asked police not to arrest them.

THE MALANKARA Church 
in Kerala was established 
in the 17th century out of 
resistance to Portuguese 
missionaries who wanted 
local laity to follow Latin 
Catholic rites. Through its 
partnership with Syriac 
Orthodox Church, the 
Malankara Church recog¬ 
nised Patriarch of Antioch 
as its spiritual head and 
Mar Thoma as its first 
metropolitan. In 1912, fol¬ 
lowing years of differ¬ 
ences, the Church split 
into the Orthodox and 
Jacobite factions. The fac¬ 
tional feuds have often re¬ 
sulted in violent clashes, 
suspension of burial ritu¬ 
als and takeover of each 
other’s churches through 
muscle. 


“Where will we go? We have lost 
our churches and our cemeteries. 
After we die, where will our bod¬ 
ies be buried? It’s better if we are 
shot and lulled,” a protester said. 

Joseph Mar Gregorios 
Metropolitan of thejacobite fac¬ 
tion said that its managing com¬ 
mittee will meet on Friday in to 
chart the future course. “We will 
do everything to get the justice we 
deserve,” he said. 

Outside the main gate of the 
church compound, dozens of 
priests and followers of Orthodox 
faction waited under a makeshift 
tent There was no clarity on when 
the Orthodox group would be al¬ 
lowed to enter the church. 

Rony Varghese, a member of 
the Orthodox managing commit¬ 
tee, said, “The Supreme Court had 
mled that this church must be ad¬ 
ministered according to the 1934 
constitution of Malankara Church. 
That’s the law. They (Jacobite) had 
submitted an affidavit that they 
would follow the Supreme court 
orders. But after they lost, they are 
challenging the courts and the po¬ 
lice. This can’t be accepted.”

He will be extradited 
back to India to face what¬ 
ever charges are against 
him. It is just a matter of 
time,” he told DD News. 

“He is allegedly a crook. 
If we would have known 
that he is a crook, he could 
not have gotten Antiguan 
citizenship,” he said. 

“He would be repatri¬ 
ated and sent back to India 
to face charges as he brings 
no value to Antigua and 
Barbuda,” Browne said.

THE SUPREME Court on Thurs¬ 
day questioned the mosque side 
in the Ayodhya case over its claim 
that a wall discovered during ex¬ 
cavations by the Archaeological 
Survey of India (ASI) at the dis¬ 
puted site was part of an Idgah, 
and wondered why it had not 
raised such a claim in its plaint. 

“You said the Mosque was 
built on barren land. Nowyou say 
there was an Islamic structure be¬ 
low it,” Justice Ashok Bhushan, 
who is part of a five-judge 
Constitution bench hearing ap¬ 
peals against the September 30, 
2010 verdict of the Allahabad 
High Court, told senior advocate 
Meenakshi Arora who sought to 
assail the ASI report. 

The bench headed by Chief 
Justice Ranjan Gogoi also com¬ 
prises Justices S A Bobde, D Y 
Chandrachud and S Abdul 
Nazeer. 

Justice Bhushan’s remarks 


came when Arora said the wall, 
which dates back to the 12 th cen¬ 
tury AD, was on the western side, 
away from habitation and had 
lime-surki plastering on the in¬ 
side which pointed to its Islamic 
origins and that it may have been 
part of an Idgah. 

Justice Bhushan said “but you 
did not say so in the plaint”, and 
asked “can you be allowed to de¬ 
velop your case on evidence?” 

Arora replied that there was 
no contention about any pre-ex¬ 
isting structure beneath the 
ground at the time it filed its 
plaint. She added that the con¬ 
tention of the Hindu side that the 
wall was part of the temple was 
only an inference and that being 
the case, an alternate inference 
that it may have been part of an 
Idgah was also possible. 

Intervening, senior advocate 
C S Vaidyanathan, appearing for 
the deity Ramlalla, pointed out 
that the wall was older than the 
12th century and that part of it 
was demolished in the 12th cen¬ 
tury and rebuilt some years later. 


Student files bail plea, 
kin seek rape charge 
against Chinmayanand

A DAY after the law student who 
accused former BJP minister 
Chinmayanand of rape and sex¬ 
ual harassment was arrested in a 
case of extortion filed by the BJP 
leader’s lawyers, the 23-year-old 
student moved a bail application 
in the sessions court on Thursday. 

The student’s lawyer moved 
the plea after a lower court de¬ 
clared her anticipatory bail plea 
“infructuous” following her arrest 
by the SIT probing the sexual as¬ 
sault and the extortion threat case. 

The sessions court will hear 
the bail plea on Monday. The 
same day it will hear the bail peti¬ 
tion of Chinmayanand, who was 
arrested last week, said govern¬ 
ment counsel Anuj Kumar. 

The woman’s family has again 
demanded the SIT to press rape 
charge against Chinmayanand. 
While the student had accused 
the former BJP MP of raping her, 
the SIT booked him under IPC sec¬ 
tions sections 354 D (stalking), 
342 (wrongful confinement), 506 
(criminal intimidation) and 376 C, 
which is usually applied in cases 
where a person abuses his posi¬ 
tion to “induce or seduce” a 
woman under his charge to have 
“sexual intercourse not amount¬ 
ing to the offence of rape”. 

“The SIT is trying to highlight 


only the extortion case so that our 
demand to lodge a fresh HR with 
the rape charge does not get much 
importance... It is shameful that 
the SIT is helping the rape accused 
instead of the victim. We will fight 
the case despite all pressure from 
state government and its agen¬ 
cies,” said the student’s brother. 

Meanwhile, a delegation of 
All India Democratic Women 
Association, led by CPM leaders 
Brinda Karat and Subhasini Ali, 
reached Shahjahanpur jail and 
met the student. Speaking to me- 
diapersons, Karat said the stu¬ 
dent appeared “frightened and 
terrified”. “The accused 
(Chinmayanand) is a very pow¬ 
erful person and the victim be¬ 
longs to an ordinary family. She 
has displayed immense courage 
by complaining.” 

The delegation also submitted 
a memorandum to SIT chief 
Naveen Arora, demanding rape 
charge against Chinmayanand on 
the basis of student’s statement 
given to Delhi Police. 

AIDWA members alleged that 
the government machinery was 
being used to “save 
Chinmayanand” and accused the 
SIT of harassing the victim and her 
family in an attempt to break their 
spirit. The police have distorted 
the investigation and are trying to 
shield Chinmayanand by not 
booking him for rape, the delega¬ 
tion of AIDWA said. 


GAGANYAAN MISSION 


ISRO chief: 12 astronauts 
to visit Russia for training

THE 12 Indian astronauts who are 
in the process of being selected for 
Gaganyaan — India’s manned 
mission to space—will be sent to 
Russia for training in about a 
month, K Sivan, chairman of the 
Indian Space Research Organisa¬ 
tion (ISRO), said during a visit to 
the Space Applications Centre 
(SAC) in Ahmedabad on Thursday. 

“The process of selecting as¬ 
tronauts is going on. They will be 
going to Russia for training in 
about a month... We are planning 
to select 12 astronauts and they 
will go to Russia. The Russians will 
select four from this and then the 
selected four astronauts will un¬ 


dergo rigorous training for 15 
months,” Sivan told mediaper- 
sons on sidelines of the 4th ISSE 
National Conference 2019 organ¬ 
ised on SAC campus. 

Dr Jitendra Singh, MoS for 
Atomic Energy and Space, was 
also present. 

TTie ISRO chief said the first un¬ 
manned mission under Gagan¬ 
yaan will be launched by Decem¬ 
ber 2020. “The second unmanned 
mission we are planning by July 
2021 so that we can have the 
manned mission by December 
2021,” the ISRO chief said. 

Asked if a woman astronaut is 
among those selected, Sivan said, 
“Till now, among those selected, 
there is no woman. But we want a 
woman to be there. Probably we 
will select one next time.”

Justice Nazeer also questioned 
the claim that the wall was part of 
an Idgah and asked if it was so, 
where was the portion for the 
Imam to sit. 

On Wednesday, the bench 
had told Arora that she should 
have taken steps before the trial 
court to summon the author of 
the ASI report and examine him 
if she had problems with its 
contents. 

Arguing on this aspect on 
Thursday, senior advocate Rajeev 
Dhavan said there was no dispute 
on the authorship of the report or 
its authenticity. The only question 
was whether the summary was 
drawn up as required through 


consultation among team mem¬ 
bers, he said. 

The bench told him that Arora 
could argue on whether the ASI 
team had answered the questions 
referred to it, whether it had ex¬ 
ceeded its brief and on the con¬ 
tradictions if any. 

On Wednesday, Arora had 
disputed the authorship of the 
summary chapter of the report, 
saying it had not been attributed 
to anyone. 

But Dhavan on Thursday said, 
“Yesterday’s discussion on sum¬ 
mary was absolutely futile. It only 
goes to authorship of the report 
and not its contents. Nobody can 
say it is not authentic,” adding, 
“authorship can’t be questioned”. 

Arora contended that the pil¬ 
lar bases found by the ASI were in 
different layers of soil and this 
showed they were erected in dif¬ 
ferent time periods. She asked 
how pillars made in different pe¬ 
riods could support one massive 
structure as concluded by the ASI. 

Joining issue, Justice 
Chandrachud said instead of 


drawing adverse conclusions, 
these questions should have been 
put to experts at the trial stage. 

As Arora sought to question 
the basis of the ASI’s claims, the 
CJI remarked, “Why ask us? You 
should have asked the expert 
who would have given the 
answer.” 

Arora said there were contra¬ 
dictions in the report as the ASI’s 
experts had dated some of the re¬ 
coveries to different periods. She 
also said the ASI had failed to keep 
a record of animal bones recov¬ 
ered from the site or send them 
for carbon dating. Animal re¬ 
mains would have been indica¬ 
tive of Islamic influences or ani¬ 
mal sacrifices by others, she said. 

Meanwhile, the bench told 
the parties that it will not give 
them any extra day beyond 
October 18 to conclude argu¬ 
ments. The CJI said that “consider¬ 
ing what you have given us, it will 
be miraculous if we can give judg¬ 
ment” within the remaining time. 

The CJI is set to retire on 
November 17.

FOLLOWING THE Supreme 
Court order to demolish four 
apartments constructed in vio¬ 
lation of Coastal Regulation Zone 
(CRZ) norms at Maradu, the 
Kerala government has started a 
statewide exercise to look into all 
constructions which don’t com¬ 
ply with CRZ norms. 

While ordering demolition of 
the apartments, the court had di¬ 
rected Kerala Coastal Zone 
Management Authority 
(KCZMA) to put on record how 
many such constmctions existed 
and what course of action it pro¬ 
posed against such violators. 

According to Additional Chief 
Secretary (local self-govern¬ 
ment) T K Jose, the exercise to 
identify CRZ violations is on. “We 
do not have clear data on CRZ vi¬ 
olations across Kerala. We have 
to examine the entire coast and 
areas covered by backwaters.” 

He said 800 CRZ violations 
are suspected in Maradu munic¬ 
ipality. “An examination of 325 
buildings has revealed that only 
eight buildings violated norms. 
These eight are besides the four 
complexes (which the Supreme 
Court has ordered to be demol¬ 
ished). Now, we have to exam¬ 
ine 475 more constructions in 
Maradu municipality to ascer¬ 
tain if they violated CRZ norms. 
The exercise is being carried out 
by KCZMA,” he said. 

Officials at KCZMA said the 
authority does not have 
statewide data on constructions 
which violated CRZ norms. 
“When the authority was under 
science and technology depart¬ 
ment, until 2017, an examination 
had revealed 65 violations by re¬ 
sorts and apartments across 
Kerala. This list was prepared to 
answer a question in Rajya 
Sabha. Then the officials looked 
only at constructions which 
faced complaints or landed in

court cases for alleged violations. 
We are yet to have a full-fledged 
examination,” an official said. 

The delay in constituting the 
KCZMA board has also ham¬ 
pered identification of CRZ vio¬ 
lations. The board’s term expired 
in June and the state government 
sent a proposal for the new 
board to the Union Ministry of 
Environment and Forest. “The 
state government has sent the 
proposal. But the Union Ministry 
has to issue the notification to 
the effect of forming the new 
board. Currently, officials are 
conducting only a preliminary 
examination,” a source said. 

Meanwhile, with the Supre¬ 
me Court set to review action 
taken to demolish the apart¬ 
ments, the state government has 
toughened its stand. On Thursday, 
power and water supply to the 
four complexes, which have 343 
units, were snapped. The move is 
part of a four-month action plan 
to demolish the apartments. 

As per the action plan, the 
government wants residents to 
vacate the flats between 
September 29 and October 3. 
The agency for the demolition 
would be identified before 
October 9 and the first phase is 
slated to begin on October 11. 

Ernakulam district collector 


S Suhas said the residents should 
cooperate during the process. 
“They should cooperate to shift 
out the children and the indis¬ 
posed. There won’t be a situation 
in which flat residents are ren¬ 
dered homeless. Alternative 
arrangements for rehabilitating 
them would be made,” he said. 

However, the residents are 
determined not to move out. 
With the power and water sup¬ 
plies cut, they switched to 
standby power systems and 
arranged water tankers. 

“We are being treated like 
terrorists. We are pleading with 
the government and Supreme 
Court to be humane. We in¬ 
vested our hard-earned money 
in these apartments. We cannot 
suffer these flats being razed. 
Several aged, indisposed and 
children are living here. Many 
are taking treatment at nearby 
hospitals on a daily basis. Does 
anyone think about their fate?” 
asked Sajitha Pillai, one of the 
residents. 

Another resident Arun 
Kumar said, “We are ready to die 
under the debris of this flats. The 
Supreme Court linked the 
issue to last year’s flood. But, 
nobody knows these flats had 
then offered shelter to the flood- 
affected.”

Noting that uncertainty and 
risks are inherent to scientific re¬ 
search and entrepreneurship, the 
President said, “I urge you to em¬ 
brace that uncertainty and take 
that calculated risk. There lies the 
possibility of developing truly 
transformative technology that 
can help fulfill our goals as a na¬ 
tion, as humanity and as a planet” 

Kovind stressed upon the 
need for more girls and women to 
enter the scientific arena. 


A SPECIAL Prevention of Terro¬ 
rism Act (POTA) court in Ahmed¬ 
abad on Wednesday granted bail 
to Yasin Bhat, alleged to be the 
prime conspirator of the 2002 
Akshardham Temple attack. Bhat 
was arrested by the Gujarat Anti- 
Terrorism Squad (ATS) on July 26 
fromjammu & Kashmir. 


Bhat’s lawyer had submitted 
before the court of special desig¬ 
nated judge M K Dave that the ac¬ 
cused was arrested at a belated 
stage and much after Supreme 
Court acquitted six accused in 
May 2014. The special POTA court 
acquitted two more accused after 
the apex court order. 

Seeking relief on grounds of 
parity, Bhat’s lawyer ID Pathan 
submitted that co-accused 
Abdulrashid Sulemanbhai Ajmeri 


and Mohammad Farooq 
Mohammad Hanif Shaikh, both of 
who were belatedly arrested, 
were granted bail in December 
2017 and in January this year by 
the special POTA court. Another 
ground cited was that following 
Bhat’s arrest, there has been no 
discovery or recovery of any in¬ 
criminating material. 

The public prosecutor con¬ 
ceded that the principal perpetra¬ 
tors of the offence were given a 


clean chit by the Supreme Court 
and did not oppose the submis¬ 
sions by Bhat’s counsel. Granting 
bail to Bhat, the court asked him 
not to leave Ahmedabad city wit¬ 
hout prior permission of the court. 

Bhat was lodged at Sabarmati 
Central Jail on judicial custody 
sincejuly 27. The2002 HR charged 
him under IPC sections related to 
conspiracy and murder, among 
others. He was also charged un¬ 
der the Arms Act, the Explosive 


Substances Act, the Prevention of 
Terrorism Act, 2002 and the 
Bombay Police Act. 

Two armed terrorists attacked 
Akshardham Temple in Gandhi¬ 
nagar on September24,2002 and 
killed 33 people, including an 
NSG commando and two Gujarat 
police officers. The terrorists, 
identified as Ashraf Ali 
Mohammed Farooq and Murtaza 
Hafiz Yasin, were gunned down 
by NSG commandos.

World is getting better... in 
India there are gaps: Bill Gates

VELLORE IN Tamil Nadu, with 100 
per cent institutional deliveries 
and “98 of 100 children likely to 
see their fifth birthday”, and 
Badaun in UP with 58.1 per cent 
institutional births represent two 
extremes of the developing world. 

This was cited by Microsoft co¬ 
founder and philanthropist Bill 
Gates — with data from National 
Family Health Survey 4 — as he 
presented the report card on child 
survival at the annual Goalkee¬ 
pers event on Wednesday. 

“(Statistics show) in 99% dis¬ 


tricts the situation has improved, 
the world is getting better even in 
the toughest places for child sur¬ 
vival... in India, which is the 
world’s biggest developing coun¬ 
try, there are gaps. In Vellore, the 
education and child survival fig¬ 
ures are the same as in a rich cou¬ 
ntry with 98 of 100 children likely 
to see their fifth birthday and most 
of them likely to get a high school 
education.

Who pays? 

RBI action on PMC amounts to penalising depositors. Regulatory 
framework governing cooperative banking needs relook 

O N TUESDAY, THE Reserve Bank of India (RBI) imposed curbs on the activi¬ 
ties of the Punjab and Maharashtra Cooperative Bank (PMC) for a period of 
six months. The decision came after the central bank discovered certain ir¬ 
regularities in the bank, including the under-reporting of non-performing 
assets (NPAs). The RBI had initially allowed depositors to withdraw only Rs 1,000 over a 
six-month period. But, on Thursday, following public outcry and panic responses, it re¬ 
vised this limit upwards to Rs 10,000, observing that with this relaxation, more than 60 
per cent of depositors would be able to withdraw their entire account balance. While the 
restrictions imposed by the regulator, under section 35A of the banking Regulation Act, 
are aimed at safeguarding depositors interest, and preventing a run on the bank, such 
moves, which are seen as penalising depositors, can end up having the opposite effect, 
denting trust in cooperative banks and increasing the risk of a contagion. 

Reportedly, the crux of the problem is the bank’s exposure to a real estate firm, which 
itself is currently undergoing insolvency proceedings. But, the bank’s financials for the year 
ended March 2019 do not provide any indication of financial stress. On its part, the reg¬ 
ulator has appointed J B Bhoria, a retired senior RBI official, as administrator of the bank. 
A forensic audit could shed light on its asset-liability mismatch. It could reveal the true 
extent of the problem — whether it’s a question of just one account or whether there are 
larger concerns over the bank’s financial position or its governance structure, as is the 
case in many of these banks. If the review suggests that the bank is better health than 
what is believed, it could open the window for the RBI to further ease the withdrawal 
limits. Alternatively, the RBI could also explore the option of merging PMC with another 
healthy cooperative bank to avoid any instability, as it has done so in the past. 

This episode, once again, raises questions on not only the governance structures at 
these cooperative banks, but also on their supervision. Cooperative banks are under joint 
supervision of the RBI and states. And while the RBI has signed MoUs with state govern¬ 
ments, unless state governments cooperate in effecting regulations, supervision is likely 
to be ineffective. Clearly, there were no early warning signs of trouble in this case. Instances 
such as these are likely to raise calls for reviewing this regulatory framework and giving 
more powers to the RBI to oversee these entities. These need to be attended to. The RBI 
should also examine the long-term feasibility of their business models in light of the 
rapid technological changes in the financial sector. But the larger question over the absence 
of a framework for timely resolution of financial firms remains. 


Cop out 

UP police’s conduct in Swami Chinmayanand case raises 
serious questions. It will be watched 

O N WEDNESDAY, A Supreme Court-mandated Special Investigation Team 
(SIT) of the Uttar Pradesh police arrested the law student who accused for¬ 
mer Union minister and BJP leader Swami Chinmayanand of repeatedly as¬ 
saulting her over a period of one year. The arrest is based on an allegation of 
extortion by Chinmayanand’s lawyer, and the charge itself emerged only after the accusa¬ 
tions of rape and assault were made by the student on social media. The SIT has also ac¬ 
knowledged to the court that it has no record of any money being exchanged between the 
politician-turned-education entrepreneur and the victim. The UP police’s conduct in such 
a high-profile case thus far raises disturbing questions of procedure and propriety. 

The allegations against Chinmayanand were made on August 24, but it was only when 
a bench of the Supreme Court took suo motu cognisance of the matter a week later and 
ordered the UP government to set up an SIT that the investigation commenced. Why did 
the state police need a direction from the apex court to take action on a matter that is 
well within its provenance? The victim had also demanded that Chinmayanand, who 
heads the trust of the college where she studies, be charged with rape — the SIT has 
charged him with “misusing authority for sexual intercourse” or “sexual intercourse not 
amounting to rape”, which carry a lesser sentence than a rape charge. The arrest on the 
basis of the accusation made by Chinmayanand’s counsel also raises questions over the 
prosecutorial viability of the original rape case. Her father and brother have alleged that 
they are being pressured and intimidated to stop pursuing the case against Chinmayanand. 

On Tuesday, a day before the student was arrested, UP Chief Minister Yogi Adityanath 
had spoken of women’s rights and welfare while interacting with women who had been 
victims of triple talaq. He also thanked Prime Minister Narendra Modi for “honouring 
the dignity of women”. Indeed, “Beti Bachao, Beti Padhao” has been a slogan of the rul¬ 
ing party that has resonated across the country. The UP police, which has a controversial 
record of being high-handed — it has been accused of staging encounters — must live up 
to that slogan. The way it handles the case against Chinmayanand, as well as how it pro¬ 
ceeds against the young woman who accused him, will be closely watched. 


Being Greta 

Accolades to Greta Thunberg recognise moral authority of her 
generation. But will she be another icon appropriated? 

T HE MORE THINGS change, the more they remain the same in climate change 
parleys. In the past 30 years, the world has had two treaties to check global 
warming, the tribe of climate deniers seems to have shrunk — the US presi¬ 
dent notwithstanding — and GHG is almost universally accepted as a bad 
word. Yet, there is a sameness to global climate negotiations. Almost every year, at UN- 
FCCC meets, negotiators run into overtime. But every IPCC report testifies to an increase 
in the direness quotient. It has taken a 16-year-old to call a spade a spade. “You have stolen 
my dreams and childhood with your empty words,” the young Swedish activist Greta 
Thunberg excoriated the high-level audience gathered for the UN Climate Action Summit 
in New York. 

It’s in the fitness of things that the inertia in environmental diplomacy has been called 
out by a representative of the generation that is likely to be worst affected if the world heats 
up more than 2°C of its current temperature. “You come to us young people for hope. 
How dare you?” Thunberg said. And though she was addressing the who’s who of world 
politics, the “you” in her speech seemed to be directed at the generation that had failed 
her’s while the association between “us” and her peers was unmistakeable. 

Thunberg is not the only young protestor. From Mexico City to Djakarta, Nairobi to 
Seattle and Kampala to Dhaka, children and teenagers have missed classes and taken to 
the streets to demand that the global leaders do more to avert climate change. In March, 
more than a million children went on strike against the international community’s weak 
response to global warming. And last week, the ranks of protestors had swelled to nearly 
4 million. The world has recognised the moral authority of Thunberg’s generation by 
awarding the Swedish teenager the Right to Livelihood Award. A caveat though: Modern 
society has an uncanny knack to appropriate iconic dissenters while going on with busi- 
ness-as-usual. 
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Why property rights matter 

Economic growth requires protection from 
expropriation of property by individuals, State

IN LIGHT OF the economic slowdown, it is 
important to note that long-term economic 
growth is a consequence of individual rights 
to private property, and its protection from 
expropriation from other individuals as well 
as the most powerful entity, the state itself. 
Nationalisation policies have held India back 
from her true economic potential and robbed 
hundreds of millions of people of the pros¬ 
perity they deserved long ago. 
Nationalisation created a complex bureau¬ 
cracy — a tyranny without a tyrant — even¬ 
tually leading to an unparalleled economic 
crisis in the 1990s, compelling us to under¬ 
take courageous economic reforms. 

Reform was mostly the reduction of bu¬ 
reaucratic red tape of “licence raj”, making it 
easier for private players to enter and exit 
markets. This led to unprecedented eco¬ 
nomic growth, the creation of a middle class, 
and significant poverty reduction. These re¬ 
forms got a further shot in the arm under Atal 
Bihari Vajpayee with the disinvestment drive. 
For example, the telecom and energy sectors 
that were plagued by shortages for decades 
were partially privatised and very soon 
turned a surplus, boosting the economy and 
laying the foundation for a “digital economy" 
in modern India. This was evidence that na¬ 
tionalisation and socialism were not the an¬ 
swers to India’s poverty and social problems. 

The spectre of socialism and nationalisa¬ 
tion, however, rose once again in 2012-13 
when the then finance minister amended 
the Income Tax Act of 1961 with retrospec¬ 
tive effect to undo the Supreme Court judg¬ 
ment in the Vodafone tax case. The FM artic¬ 
ulated in an interview that the Supreme 
Court did this primarily due to their concern 
for its effect on foreign direct investment. The 
former FM, however, missed an important 
point: The primary issue was not whether 
FDI would be discouraged but, more funda¬ 
mentally, whether private property is pro¬ 
tected from expropriation by the state.

independent judiciary. This act of undoing a 
Supreme Court judgment was an assault on 
the individual right to private property. The 
Vodafone tax case went through the entire 
judicial process that is available to an ordi¬ 
nary citizen of the country. In its final verdict, 
the Court agreed that tax planning by the 
firm was legitimate and within the frame¬ 
work of the law. The Court, while making a 
distinction between tax avoidance and tax 
evasion, made the following observation: 
“Every person is entitled so to arrange his af¬ 
fairs as to avoid taxation, but the arrange¬ 
ment must be real and genuine and not a 
sham or make-believe.” Even though it be¬ 
came evident that the existing Income tax 
Act of 1961 had a lacuna which needed to be 
fixed, and the sovereign had the right to do 
so, but to fix it retrospectively was deeply 
problematic. Applying the law prospectively 
would have been a reform but applying it ret¬ 
rospectively was to undermine the Court and 
was a blow to the independence of institu¬ 
tions that check the power of the state. 

The second assault on private property 
came in quick succession in 2014, ironically 
from the Supreme Court itself, when it can¬ 
celled all the coal block allocations to the pri¬ 
vate sector from 1993 to 2012. In 2014, a pub¬ 
lic interest litigation was filed, questioning 
the arbitrary nature of coal block allocations 
to private players by the government. The 
Court accepted the petitioner’s plea and in 
one stroke cancelled all the coal block allo¬ 
cations from 1993 to 2012. 

Unfortunately, the highest court did not 
take into consideration the property rights 
of various stake holders, such as creditors, in¬ 
vestors, and shareholders of these compa¬ 
nies for whom it would have been impossi¬ 
ble to know whether the government’s coal 
allocations were arbitrary and therefore il¬ 
legal. It is also important to remember that 
the share of the power sector in bank credit 
to industry was less than 1 per cent in 1998 
and by 2014, it had grown to 20 per cent at 
more than Rs 5 lakh crore. It was evident that 


other stakeholders had significant exposure 
to this sector. Once again, the message was 
loud and clear that property rights of indi¬ 
viduals are not well protected in India. 

The coal allocation issue was not black 
and white, each case merited careful consid¬ 
eration by the Court in terms of its impact on 
various stakeholders who were not guilty of 
the crime committed by others. Perhaps, for¬ 
mer US Supreme Court Justice Antonin Scalia 
was right when he wrote that “In the grand 
scheme of things, whether the right party 
won was secondary. Famous old cases are fa¬ 
mous, you see, not because they come out 
right, but because the rule of law they an¬ 
nounced was the intelligent one. Common- 
law courts performed two functions: One 
was to apply the law to the facts, but the sec¬ 
ond function, and the more important one, 
was to make the law.” The law that got made 
that day was that individual property rights 
are not well protected in India. 

There are important lessons to be learnt. 
In the last five years, several fiscal and mon¬ 
etary policy measures have been taken to ar¬ 
rest the decline in private investments. Long¬ 
term economic growth requires 
fundamental assurance to individuals that 
their private property is protected from ex¬ 
propriation by other individuals, the govern¬ 
ment and also the courts themselves. Large 
parts of the Indian economy remain infor¬ 
mal — not due to tax rates or high cost of for¬ 
malisation — but because of mistrust in insti¬ 
tutions and fear of expropriation by them. 
Democracy is expected to give us an edge 
over autocratic China in terms of privatisa¬ 
tion and long-term growth. The enigma of 
our times is that China, with no tradition of 
free and fair elections and independent ju¬ 
diciary, has managed to provide economic 
freedom and protection to private property 
leading to unprecedented economic 
prosperity.

Hoping that by this time, the fever of the 
so-called victory over the alleged abroga¬ 
tion of Article 370 created by the govern¬ 
ment has subsided at least by some degrees, 
I venture to draw your attention to the other 
side of the picture which is the truth and 
reality.

What is 
more, sub-clause 3 of the Article 370 makes 
it abundantly clear that the provisions of the 
said Article will not cease to be operative or 
modified without the previous recommen¬ 
dation of the Constituent Assembly of the 
J&K state. This process of amendment of 
Article 370 is special to the said Article, and 
hence prevails over Article 368 of the 
Constitution, which is the general power of 
amendment of the Constitution. The non- 
obstante clause with which the Article be¬ 
gins also makes that clear. It should, there-

fore, be clear to all that when the present 
government and Parliament purported to 
declare that the said Article shall not be op¬ 
erative, they did not follow the procedure 
laid down in Article 370. Hence, the said 
Article remains in our Constitution intact 
without any harm to it. The propaganda car¬ 
ried out by the government that the said 
Article has been repealed is, therefore, ob¬ 
viously misleading. 

Much irresponsible comment is being 
made on the temporary status of Article 370, 
without realising that the Article is change¬ 
able, unlike other provisions of the 
Constitution, on the previous recommenda¬ 
tion of the Constitution Assembly of J&K 
state, acted upon by the President of India. 

Those who clamour for the abrogation 
of Article 370 unilaterally by this govern¬ 
ment, forget the elementary fact that this 
country got legal right to enter the state only 
because of the conditional political pact of 
accession. If the Article is abrogated unilat¬ 
erally, assuming the action is valid, the legal 
right of this country to remain in J&K will be 
jeopardised.

Anti-defection Law 

THE KASHMIR ASSEMBLY has passed the of¬ 
ficially-sponsored Anti-Defection Bill.

Bill, which provides for an amendment in the 
Jammu and Kashmir Representation of the 
People Act, seeks to disqualify a member 
from membership of the Legislative 
Assembly or the Legislative Council if he vol¬ 
untarily gives up the membership of the po¬ 


litical party which had set him up as a candi¬ 
date in an election. The Bill also provides for 
disqualifying a member if he votes or ab¬ 
stains from voting in the legislature contrary 
to a whip issued by such a political party.

Exorcising third-degree 

Torture is an endemic characteristic of Indian policing. A commitment to eradicating it requires 
the police force as a whole to have zero tolerance for the practice besides a specific anti-torture law 



THE HOME MINISTER’S recent pronounce¬ 
ment that the days of third-degree torture 
are gone is extraordinarily welcome. His an¬ 
nouncement is as much a signal to the secu¬ 
rity forces to lay off this practice as it is an ac- 
knowledgment about something that 
everyone from the Supreme Court to the sub¬ 
altern knows — that torture is an endemic 
characteristic of Indian policing. 

Its presence is known, tolerated and even 
appreciated. Common Cause’s recent large 
national-level survey on the Status of Policing 
in India affirms the force’s easy camaraderie 
with violent means: Three out of five person¬ 
nel believe there is nothing wrong with beat¬ 
ing up criminals and four out of five think it’s 
okay to bash them up to extract a confession. 
One in five even believes that killing danger¬ 
ous criminals is better than a legal trial. These 
widely held attitudes show up how flimsy the 
orientation to working within the law is at 
training: how deep is the sub-culture of fero¬ 
cious machismo: and how high the tolerance 
for illegality within the supervisory cadre is. 

Most of all, these results show up how 
confident torturers are that no consequences 
will flow from even extreme acts of cruelty. 
For too long, supervisory officers within the 
security establishment have turned a blind 
eye to this everyday criminality within. It is 
hard to understand what esprit de corps or 
institutional interest is served by siding with 
criminality within, but all too often when in¬ 
stances of torture become known, a pocket¬ 
ful of ready excuses is pulled out to defend 
the indefensible — necessity, poor working 
conditions, no other means, mental tension, 
and pressure from within and without which 
the moral fibre of the police seems unable to 
resist. In fairness, there are voices from within 
that have spoken out against these practices, 
but they are voices in the wind. 

True it is that the conditions in which 
policing is done are very under par and true 
it is that people who come into the police net 
are not always lovely people. They can be 
cruel, vicious and cunning and oftentimes, 
well-connected. But their criminality is not 
for the police to punish. Their limited brief is 
to bring alleged criminals before the courts, 
however slow and ponderous their process. 

That is the law. Yet, given the years of ac¬ 
ceptance, encouragement and practice, it is 
very likely that several generations of active 
policemen don’t know that any assault and 
victimisation of anyone that is not entirely in 
self-defence is prohibited by law. 

The home minister has suggested there 
may be amendments made to the criminal 
justice code. But he has not elaborated on 
these. At present, only a few sections of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure and the Indian 
Penal Code criminalise torture and custodial 
deaths. Experts and advocates feel that a few 
amendments tucked away in a large code are 
unlikely to have the visibility or effect that a 
comprehensive standalone law would. 
Governments of all hues have stoutly resisted 
doing this. India took its time to sign on the 
1984 UN Convention Against Torture and 
signed on only in 1997 even though the ab¬ 
solute prohibition against the use of torture 
has long been established as a worldwide 
code or jus cogens that all countries have 



agreed to abide by. Signing means the coun¬ 
try has, in principle, agreed to move forward 
to ensure that the practice of torture is en¬ 
tirely eliminated in its country. But ratifica¬ 
tion, the next step, obligates countries to pass 
laws at home that reflect the articles in the 
UN law. For 22 years, ratification has been left 
pending. In 2017, when it came to India’s turn 
to be peer reviewed under the Universal 
Periodic Review process no less than 29 
countries made 37 recommendations that 
India take urgent steps to stop torture. 

The few sporadic attempts to pass a brand 
new law have come to naught. In 2010, a weak 
and much criticised Prevention ofTorture Bill 
lapsed. In 2016, the Law Commission drafted 
its own even more diluted version. 
Meanwhile, the NHRC has consulted with civil 
society to make its own suggestions to the 
home ministry and there the matter lies — 
and has lain for a long time. In the meantime, 
Parliament has heard that for 2019, the NHRC 
has registered over 400 cases of alleged 
deaths in police custody and over 5,000 cases 
pertaining to deaths injudicial custody. For 
the past three years alone, these have regu¬ 
larly clocked in at over a thousand a year. 

A specific anti-torture law needs to be de¬ 
tailed, comprehensive and conform to inter¬ 
national standards. It will need to have a 
broad descriptive definition of torture that 
includes mental torture; make it easier to 
prove as has been done in the case of custo¬ 
dial rape; fix responsibility not only on the 
perpetrator but on those who allow it to hap¬ 
pen under their watch; make punishment 
more stringent especially where there has 
been sexual violence and ensure the state 
compensates and cares for its victims. It must 
also bypass the hurdles of Section 197 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code which requires per¬ 
mission before public servants can be pros¬ 
ecuted for actions done in the course of his 
duty. The Supreme Court has repeatedly 
made it clear that torture is no part of any¬ 
one’s duty but still prosecution and convic¬ 
tions continue to be difficult.

policies, practices and performance in place 
to demonstrate implementation, will. It 
needs changes within and spurring from 
without. It needs old hands in the force to be 
reoriented, investigators to be skilled up with 
modern techniques of detection and foren¬ 
sic capacities across the country to be 
ramped up. At present, the national infra¬ 
structure is sorely wanting. It needs long-de¬ 
layed human rights courts to be set up with 
specially trained judges in place. It needs 
agencies like local legal aid authorities to 
have clear guidelines to assist where there 
are allegations of torture and be proactive 
and not continue with bureaucratic proce¬ 
dures that delay service. It requires oversee¬ 
ing bodies like the many human rights com¬ 
missions and police complaints authorities 
to do the same. It is not as some may imag¬ 
ine a mammoth task but rather one of mak¬ 
ing changes systematically down the line. 

A commitment to eradicating torture 
also requires the police force as a whole to 
have zero tolerance for the practice and rein¬ 
vent its purpose — not as an oppressive force 
at the beck and call of the powerful but as a 
service whose main work is the protection 
of the lives and liberties of each of us. 

The Common Cause survey of 12,000 
personnel at police stations uncovers the 
truth we all know — that political interfer¬ 
ence in investigation is near omnipresent. It 
subverts all. From this root all evil grows, yet 
it is also the most stubborn area to dislodge. 
It has made the police the handmaiden of 
whoever is momentarily powerful, and it is 
this compact of convenience that has prob¬ 
ably prevented any strong initiatives to take 
illegality in policing off the table once and 
for all. Changing this is in the hands of the 
police leadership, but much more in the 
hands of the political leadership. The home 
minister’s hand is on this tiller. Where the 
ship goes will depend on how he steers it — 
on to the rocks of continued torture or away 
from it.

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Lifting the sentiment 

Last week’s big bang reforms will remove obstacles in efficient use of capital 


SEVEN YEARS AGO, the President of the 
European Central Bank, Mario Draghi fa¬ 
mously declared that ECB will do “whatever 
it takes” to preserve the Euro. The reverber¬ 
ation of those utterances resound till date. 

A similar event happened last week in 
India. Only this time, it was even more pow¬ 
erful, accompanied as it was by one of the 
biggest economic events in India’s recent 
history. By announcing a large corporate tax 
rate cut across the entire corporate sector 
and a much lower rate for new manufac¬ 
turing companies, the government has 
clearly shown that it will do whatever it 
takes to get the economy back on track, and 
on target for the $-5 trillion GDP goal. This 
bold announcement comes on the back of 
several small but significant reforms in the 
last few weeks. 

As the economy had been facing head¬ 
winds, there has been a demand for major 
structural reforms. Drastic reforms are hard 
to undertake for many reasons; First of all, in 
a democracy, it requires a “real" crisis - like the 
one in 1991, when the country did not have 
enough reserves to pay for imports. Though 
current issues with the Indian economy are 
worrying, they may not be in the same cate¬ 
gory. However, such high risk, high return ac¬ 
tions can have an impact beyond the intended 
realm, often changing the entire perception 
about the country — Lee Kuan Yew’s reforms 
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in Singapore and Deng Xiaoping’s reforms in 
China are good examples. 

The easing of FDI norms across some sec¬ 
tors, tax relief for foreign portfolio investors 
(FPIs) and start-ups, reprieve for the automo¬ 
bile sector, an upfront support of Rs 70,000 
crore to public sector banks with an aim to 
revive demand and improve liquidity and the 
merger of PSU banks will have a long-term 
beneficial impact on our economy. 

The opening up of FDI in several sectors is 
especially timely as in this era of trade wars, 
India can be a beneficiary. Foreign invest¬ 
ment is a key source of economic growth as 
well as non-debt finance for the country. 
Hence, a sustained investor-friendly policy 
is vital to attract foreign funds. Thus the an¬ 
nouncement on single brand retail is very 
important as it gives major flexibility and 
ease of operations for potential investors. The 
government has shown enough adaptabil¬ 
ity to make the crucial local sourcing rules 
more flexible, which will send out a very pos¬ 
itive signal to foreign investors, who have ex¬ 
pressed concerns over these norms. 

In fact, flexibility along with agility is the 
hallmark of any good government; some of 
the other measures, including the removal 
of FPI surcharge and the angel tax for MSMEs 
demonstrate the government’s ability to re¬ 
spond quickly to remove obstacles for the 
ease of doing business. 



The merger of PSBs is also an idea whose 
time had come. From the global experience, 
it is clear that fewer, stronger banks increase 
productivity, lessen asset quality pressure, 
boost liquidity and credit flow, improve over¬ 
all operating efficiency and corporate gover¬ 
nance. It would help create banks that can 
play a global role (a la Chinese banks). 
Besides, the government has been grappling 
with poor asset quality in the banking sec¬ 
tor. Hence this is a step towards long-term 
economic growth by removing obstacles in 
the efficient use of capital. Having too many 
weak PSBs meant a drain on resources. 

However, we were still lacking the one 
big shot in the arm. This came with the cor¬ 
porate tax rate cut. Since the announcement, 
several people have asked how the measure 
will impact the ground realities. I think there 
are three factors that are very important at 
this stage: Fundamentals, sentiment and liq¬ 
uidity. With this bold step, the government 
has taken the bull by the horns to address the 
sentiment issue. A negative sentiment had 
built in the industry, the economy and in¬ 
vestors. This push turns around the senti¬ 
ment in a big way. 

While several measures have been taken 
to address liquidity including an easier mon¬ 
etary policy and infusion of liquidity to 
banks, which will farther lend to NBFC’s, and 
the liquidity injection into housing finance 


companies, there is still considerable risk 
aversion in banks and mutual funds to lend 
to NBFCs. The severe credit crunch in the last 
12 months has choked the credit pipeline, 
or what I call liquidity cholesterol, which has 
been dampening demand and consumption. 

So there is a willingness from corporates 
to kick start the capex cycle and eagerness 
from foreign investors to invest in India. But 
all this will happen if the liquidity crunch 
eases and demand picks up. 

For those arguing that the recent big bang 
reforms will cause a fiscal slippage, I would 
argue that while maintaining fiscal deficit 
targets is important, India, as an important 
investment destination has much more to 
lose if it lost favour in the global arena. The 
current scenario is unlike anything in the 
past. So, it is important that the government 
actively tackles the low sentiment in the sys¬ 
tem by sending positive signals domestically 
and to the world that “we are willing to walk 
the extra mile” to realise the India growth 
story. And they have done exactly that. 

Reforms, whether big bang or small con¬ 
tinuous ones, need good implementation. 
Execution has been a focus area for the gov¬ 
ernment and I do hope to see this continue 
going forward.

JUNE, 2014: “KATE, William, George” he 
says, his wrinkled hands pointing to the 
laminated photograph. His eyes twinkle 
behind his square-framed glasses as he dis¬ 
closes that Kate is pregnant again, flashing 
a smile that reveals several missing teeth. 
“What?!” He nods knowingly, “I received 
inside information last week.” 

You’d think that Kate is his daughter, or 
niece, or perhaps his brother’s wife’s or 
nephew’s sister. But I look down at the pho¬ 
tograph in his shaking hands and it’s the 
Duke and Duchess of Cambridge, beaming 
in baby blue. Prince George, their first bom 
and the future King of England, is swaddled 
in their arms. I look up, and there they are 
again, a waving Kate and William, this time, 
in cardboard-cut-out form. Perched against 
a mezzanine, they are the first displays in a 
priceless exhibition of hand-painted signs: 
“Debit and Credit Card Not Accepted.” 
“Please do not argue with management.” 
“Management has got right to check any ar¬ 
ticle or Individual on suspicion”. “Customers 
are requested to take of their belongings”. 
“Right to admission is reserved. “Only at 
Britannia & Co. est. 1923, Wakefield House, 
16 Ballard Estate, Bombay." 

December, 2016: Every day, as the 
lunch hour nears, lawyers, college stu¬ 
dents, office workers and tourists throng 
to Britannia, a city institution, that has 
been serving its patrons “exotic Parsi and 
Iranian cuisine” for as long as India has 
been independent. Here, customers feast 
on patra ni macchi, sali boti and dhansak. 
Of course, the queen of them all, is the de¬ 
lectable berry pulao, a chicken dish of 
speckled white and yellow rice, that is gar¬ 
nished with cashews, caramelised onions 
and crimson barberries imported from 
Iran. I am sipping on my Pallonji’s (est. 
1885) Raspberry soda, when I glance 
down at the words on the menu before 
me: “There is no love greater than the love 
of eating.” Tell me about it. 

June 2017: The pista green paint is peel¬ 
ing off the cafe walls, and the whirring of 
prehistoric ceiling fans alternates with the 
scraping of forks against plates licked clean. 
He is shuffling about the restaurant now, 
stopping by tables to show and tell. Out 


comes the folder of his prized possessions: 
The laminated, xerox-copied, dog-eared 
documents. When the German lady is 
ready, he begins, “I seldom go out when 
someone from the Taj Mahal Hotel called 
on me and said their highnesses want that 
I should meet them.” A pause, and a purs¬ 
ing of lips later, “I was very honoured to 
meet the charming prince and the beauti¬ 
ful princess.” His audience is gripped. The 
next story: “See this, Her Majesty the Queen 
had written this letter to me.” “Japan! A 
Japanese man came here, now see this ar¬ 
ticle he wrote.” 

December 2018: Boman Kohinoor — 
Irani, nonagenarian, seasoned raconteur 
and the Queen’s Guard in Bombay — is the 
proprietor of Britannia Restaurant, and one 
of my favourite people in the world. 
Although 90, he is a permanent fixture at 
the establishment his father set up as a con¬ 
tinental restaurant in 1923. Mr Kohinoor is 
an Irani — a descendant of the small com¬ 
munity of Zoroastrians, who fleeing reli¬ 
gious persecution in Iran, made India their 
home in the 18th and 19th centuries. 

Mr Kohinoor tells me that Britannia’s 
berry pulao is but a spicier version of the 
Persian zereshkpolow, which his late wife 
adapted to suit the Indian palate. He also 
talks of his grandfather, a 19th century im¬ 
migrant from Yazd, who lived to be “114 - 
one, one four.” He tells me he’s planning to 
beat his record. “When I die, you see that 
rascal at the counter,” he points past me, 
“behind the counter, he is my son, he will 
take over.” I look back, and spot the rascal, 
a middle-aged gentleman. Beside him, on 
the counter is a snoozing cat. I wonder if 
the animal is a nod to the Persian heritage. 
Next to it, a sign reads, “Do not disturb”. 

Mr Kohinoor urges me to live until 120. 
He then says, “God bless you,” and “Please 
give my regards to Madame Hillary Clinton, 
and no regards to Mr Trump.” I laugh. The 
cat stirs and stretches, its eyes glinting to¬ 
wards the wall across. 

On the flaking pista wall, hang three na¬ 
tional flags, one below the other: The Indian 
tricolour, the Union Jack, and the flag of the 
Islamic Republic of Iran. Within a metre’s 
distance, is a portrait of Zarathustra, the 
Zoroastrian prophet, and his maxims, 
“Good Thoughts, Good Words, Good 
Deeds.” Two other persons provide 
Zoroaster company. To his left, is a smiling 
Gandhi, wrapped in khadi. To his right, is 
Queen Elizabeth II, a crown atop her head, 
a sceptre clasped in her hand. I wonder 
what they think.

Rise in notified TB cases: 
breakup by state, age, gender 
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ON WEDNESDAY, the Centre released 
the India TB Report 2019, which 
showed a 16% increase in the number 
of cases in 2018 as compared to the 
previous year. The report said 21.5 
lakh TB cases were notified to the 
Revised National Tuberculosis Control 
Programme (RNTCP) in 2018; India 
accounted for a quarter of the Global 
TB burden with an estimated 27 lakh 
new cases in the year. Of the total no¬ 
tifications, 25% (5.4 lakh) cases were 
from the private sector; a 40% increase 
over last year. Among the notified, 
treatment was initiated for about 19.1 
lakh cases (90%) across both public 
and private sectors. The majority of 
the affected individuals (89%) were in 
the age group 15-69 (see chart). 

State by state 

Uttar Pradesh, with 17% of the pop¬ 
ulation of the country, reported 4.2 
lakh cases, accounting for 20% of all no¬ 
tifications (187 cases/lakh population). 

Between 2017 and 2018, Haryana 
saw a large increase in the number of 
cases, data from the report show (see 
table). Cases increased significantly in 
Rajasthan and UP, as well as Delhi. 

On the other hand, Odisha wit¬ 
nessed a decline in the number of noti¬ 
fied cases from over 67,000 in 2017 to 
50,244 in 2018, or about 25%. Odisha 
was the only such state; the Union Terri¬ 
tories of Lakshadweep and Andaman 
& Nicobar Islands too witnessed a drop. 

The two UTs of Delhi and Chandi¬ 
garh had the highest number of noti¬ 
fied patients per lakh population, at 417 
and 468, respectively. Their rates of no¬ 
tification are higher because people 
from many other parts of India get no-

TB & HIV 

TB is the leading cause of morbid¬ 
ity and mortality among people living 
with HIV, and HIV co-infection rates 
among incident TB patients is esti¬ 
mated to be 3% — 86,000 HlV-associ- 
ated TB patients are emerging annu¬ 
ally. The mortality in this group is very 
high, and 11,000 people with HIV die 
every year due to TB, the report said. 

India is the third highest HlV-bur- 
den country in the world, with an adult 
prevalence of 0.22%. The report said 
people living with HIV are at 21 times 
higher risk of developing TB. Nearly 
25% of all deaths among people living 
with HIV are estimated to be due to TB.

Listing India’s residents, citizens 

Government has revived National Population Register project at a time when National Register of Citizens 
has been published in Assam. How are the two different? What kind of data will be collected, and why?

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER26 

IN THE backdrop of the National Register of 
Citizens (NRC) in Assam excluding 19 lakh 
among the 3.3 crore who had applied, the 
resurrection of the National Population 
Register (NPR) project has added to the un¬ 
certainty around the idea of citizenship in 
the country. Even as issues of privacy asso¬ 
ciated with Aadhaar continue to be debated 
in the country, the NPR is on a drive to col¬ 
lect detailed data on residents of India. What 
has added to the conversation is Home 
Minister Amit Shah floating the idea of “one 
nation, one card” and asserting that the NRC 
would be implemented across the country. 

What is the NPR? 

The NPR is a list of “usual residents of the 
country". According to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, a “usual resident of the country” is 
one who has been residing in a local area for 
at least the last six months, or intends to stay 
in a particular location for the next six 
months. Unlike the NRC, the NPR is not a cit¬ 
izenship enumeration drive, as it would 
record even a foreigner staying in a locality 
for more than six months. 

The NPR is being prepared under provi¬ 
sions of the Citizenship Act 1955 and the 
Citizenship (Registration of Citizens and is¬ 
sue of National Identity Cards) Rules, 2003. It 
is mandatory for every “usual resident of 
India” to register in the NPR. 

It will be conducted in conjunction with 
the houselisting phase, the first phase of the 
Census, by the Office of the Registrar General of 
India (RGI) under the Home Ministry for 
Census 2021. Only Assam will not be included, 
given the recently completed NRC. 

The NPR exercise is conducted at the lo¬ 
cal, sub-district, district, state and national 
levels. The RGI has already begun a pilot proj¬ 
ect in over 1,200 villages and 40 towns and 
cities through 5,218 enumeration blocks, 
where it is collecting various data from peo¬ 
ple. The final enumeration will begin in April 
2020 and end in September 2020. 

What is the controversy around it? 

It comes in the backdrop of the NRC ex¬ 
cluding 19 lakh people in Assam. With the 
government insisting that the NRC would be 
implemented across the country, the NPR has 


raised anxieties around the idea of citizenship 
in the country. Even as a debate continues on 
Aadhaar and privacy, the NPR intends to col¬ 
lect a much larger amount of personal data on 
residents of India. 

The idea of conducting a nationwide NRC 
would only happen on the basis of the up¬ 
coming NPR. After a list of residents is cre¬ 
ated, a nationwide NRC could go about veri¬ 
fying the citizens from that list. 

The NPR is also amongst a host of identity 
databases such as Aadhaar, voter card, pass¬ 
port and more that Amit Shah said he would 
like to see combined into one card. “We will 
have to end all these separate exercises,” Shah 
said at the foundation stone laying ceremony 
for the new Office of Registrar General of India 
and Census Commissioner on Tuesday. “If we 
do a digital census well, then all cards can 
come into one card. Government has not 
made this plan yet, but I want to put the po¬ 
tential in front of you to show that a success¬ 
ful digital census is your work and for the ben¬ 
efit of the public,” Shah said. 

Is the NPR a new idea? 

No. The idea actually dates back to the UPA 
regime and was put in motion by then Home 
Minister P Chidambaram in 2009. In fact, at 
that time it had clashed with Aadhaar (UIDAI) 
over which project would be best suited for 
transferring government benefits to citizens. 
The Home Ministry had then pushed the idea 
of the NPR being a better vehicle because it 


connected every NPR-recorded resident to a 
household through the Census. Back then, the 
Home Ministry push had even put the UIDAI 
project on the backburner. 

The data for the NPR were first collected 
in 2010 along with the houselisting phase of 
Census 2011. In 2015, this data was further up¬ 
dated by conducting a door-to-door survey. 

However, with the current government 
picking out Aadhaar as the key vehicle for 
transfer of government benefits in 2016 and 
putting its weight behind it, the NPR took a 
backseat. Through a notification on August 
3 by the RGI, however, the idea has now been 
revived. The exercise to update the 2015 NPR 
with additional data has begun and will be 
completed in 2020. Digitisation of the up¬ 
dated information has been completed. 

What land of data will NPR collect? 

The NPR will collect both demographic 
data and biometric data. There are 15 differ¬ 
ent categories of demographic data, ranging 
from name and place of birth to education 
and occupation, that the RGI is supposed col¬ 
lect in the NPR. For biometric data it will de¬ 
pend on Aadhaar, for which it will seek 
Aadhaar details of the residents. 

Apart from this, in a test run going on 
across the country, the RGI is seeking details 
of mobile number, Aadhaar, PAN card, 
Driving Licence, Voter ID card and passport 
(in case the resident is Indian). It is also work¬ 
ing to update the Civil Registration System 


of birth and death certificates. 

In the 2010 exercise, the RGI had collected 
only demographic details. In 2015, it updated 
the data further with the mobile, Aadhaar and 
ration card numbers of residents. In the 2020 
exercise, it has dropped the ration card num¬ 
ber but added other categories. 

According to Home Ministry sources, 
while registering with the NPR is mandatory, 
furnishing of additional data such as PAN, 
Aadhaar, driving licence and voter ID is vol¬ 
untary. “Making it mandatory will invite un¬ 
necessary litigation. As of now there is no 
proposal to make it mandatory. We are also 
reposing tmst in citizens. No document is be¬ 
ing asked for or being verified against the de¬ 
tails provided. The pilot project has shown 
that almost all the people are willing to share 
this data. Only in certain urban pockets such 
as in Delhi have we faced some resistance,” 
a Home Ministry official said. 

The Ministry has also floated the option of 
residents updating details in the NPR online. 

Why does the government want so 
much data? 

While there are concerns around privacy, 
the government position on collection of so 
much data is twofold. The first is the asser¬ 
tion that every country must have a compre¬ 
hensive identity database of its residents 
with relevant demographic details. It says it 
will help the government formulate its poli¬ 
cies better and also aid national security. 

The second, largely to justify the collec¬ 
tion of data such as driving licence, voter ID 
and PAN numbers, is that it will will only ease 
the life of those residing in India by cutting 
red tape. “Not only will it help target govern¬ 
ment beneficiaries in a better way, but also 
further cut down paperwork and red tape in 
a similar manner that Aadhaar has done,” a 
Home Ministry official said. 

According to the official, it will streamline 
data of residents across various platforms. “It 
is common to find different date of birth of a 
person on different government documents. 
NPR will help eliminate that. With NPR data, 
residents will not have to furnish various 
proofs of age, address and other details in of¬ 
ficial work. It would also eliminate duplica¬ 
tion in voter lists, government insists.” 

Officials also insist, however, that NPR in¬ 
formation is private and confidential, mean¬ 
ing it will not be shared with third parties. 
There is as yet no clarity on the mechanism 
for protection of this vast amount of data. 


After 2 in 2 years, an annual interstellar visit now?

IN OCTOBER 2017, astronomers spotted the 
first interstellar object known to pass 
through the Solar System, and named it 
‘Oumuamua. It gave rise to initial specula¬ 
tion that it was an alien spaceship, but scien¬ 
tists have since concluded that ‘Oumuamua 
likely has properties similar to a comet. 

This summer came a new object, dubbed 
21/Borisov. Researchers will have about a year 
to observe the object with telescopes. 

After centuries of never having had a 
known interstellar visitor, Earth has had two 
in two years. Astronomers Gregory Laughlin 
and Malena Rice, however, were not exactly

surprised, Yale University said in a statement. 

The astronomers have just completed a 
study that suggests these strange visitors are 
going to keep coming. A few large objects can 


be expected to show up every year, they say, 
and smaller objects entering the Solar System 
could reach into the hundreds each year. The 
study has been accepted for publication in 
TheAstrophysicalJournal Letters, Yale said. 

“There should be a lot of this material 
floating around. So much more data will be 
coming out soon, thanks to new telescopes 
coming online. We won’t have to speculate,” 
Rice, the first author, said in the statement. 

The research proposes that interstellar ob¬ 
jects could be material ejected from large, new¬ 
born planets, orbiting farther away from their 
suns. They suggest that these have carved out 
pronounced gaps in the protoplanetary disks 
— cosmic platters of gas and dust. 

To test their theory, Rice and Laughlin 
looked at three protoplanetary disks from 


the Disk Substructures at High Angular 
Resolution Project (DSHARP), a survey con¬ 
ducted by a consortium of astronomers. 
DSHARP focuses on images of 20 nearby, 
bright and large protoplanetary disks. 

“We were looking for disks in which it 
was pretty clear a planet was there. If a disk 
has clear gaps in it, like several of the DSHARP 
disks do, it’s possible to extrapolate what 
type of planet would be there. Then, we can 
simulate the systems to see how much ma¬ 
terial should be ejected over time,” Rice said. 

“This idea nicely explains the high den¬ 
sity of these objects drifting in interstellar 
space, and it shows that we should be find¬ 
ing up to hundreds of these objects with up¬ 
coming surveys coming online next year,” 
Laughlin said. 


Why fears and uncertainty shroud tomorrow’s Afghan election

PRESIDENT ASHRAF Ghani is seeking a sec¬ 
ond term in Afghanistan’s presidential elec¬ 
tion scheduled for September 28. But with 
just two days to go, it is still not certain that 
the election will ultimately be held. 

Why the uncertainty? 

Sections of the Afghan political class be¬ 
lieve it is meaningless to hold elections be¬ 
fore a peace deal is concluded with the 
Taliban. The Taliban have denounced the 
election, violence has increased in the last 
few weeks, and fear of bombings and sui¬ 
cide attacks may keep voters indoors. 

Also, the elections of both 2009 and 
2014 were mired in allegations of fraud, and 
questions will likely be raised on this elec¬ 
tion as well. As in the past, the results will 
likely be contested, and the exercise will be 
divisive, the critics say. 

In an interview to the Associated Press, 
former President Hamid Karzai likened 
holding an election now to “asking a heart 
patient to run a marathon”. Karzai, who re¬ 
mains an influential voice in his country, 
has called for cancellation of the election 
and resumption of talks with the Taliban — 
if not between the United States and the 
Taliban, which President Donald Trump 
called off this month, then between the 


Afghan people and the Taliban. 

On Wednesday, the head of Afghanistan’s 
Independent Election Commission (IEC) 
Hawa Alam Nuristani said the IEC was “fully 
ready” to conduct election on Saturday, and 
asked all eligible Afghans to cast their votes. 
There are 9.6 million voters on the rolls in a 
population of about 35 million. 

This will be Afghanistan’s fourth presi¬ 
dential election since 2004, when the cur¬ 
rent Constitution came into force. Elections 
have always been held with US financial as¬ 
sistance; ominously last week, the US with¬ 
drew $100 million in aid for Afghanistan’s 
anti-corruption body, saying it was “inca¬ 
pable of being a partner”. 

So who wants the election? 

President Ashraf Ghani, who was ex¬ 
cluded from the US-Taliban talks on the lat¬ 
ter’s say-so, has pushed forcefully for the 
election to be held. The Taliban say they 
don’t recognise the Afghan government be¬ 
cause it is a US puppet. A section of Afghan 
opinion believes that the proposed US- 
Taliban deal — which was primarily about 
the withdrawal of US troops in return for 
the Taliban agreeing to not let the al-Qaeda 
and ISIS establish themselves in the country 
— would have given the upper hand to the 
Taliban and destroyed hard-won gains of 
the nearly two-decade-long process of de- 
mocratisation, which has brought certain 
freedoms and the rights to Afghans, includ¬ 


ing to its minority populations. The Taliban 
have given no indication that they believe in 
elections, and have been clear that they 
want power—or at least a share in power— 
without having to ask for votes. 

When Zalmay Khalilzad, the US Special 
Representative for Afghanistan Reconci¬ 
liation, announced this month that the deal 
with the Taliban now required onlyTrump’s 
green light, it appeared that the next step 
would be the setting up of an interim gov¬ 
ernment in which the Taliban would play a 
big role. The understanding seemed to be 


that this interim government would there¬ 
after work out further steps, including a 
ceasefire and talks between the Taliban and 
the Afghan people. It carried the implica¬ 
tion that the election scheduled for 
September 28 would not be held. 

The cancellation of the talks by Trump 
changed the situation. Ghani and his run¬ 
ning mate for vice-president, Abdullah 
Saleh, have long argued that “intra-Afghan 
talks” should be held only after a new gov¬ 
ernment is elected, that they should be be¬ 
tween the Taliban and the representatives 


of the Afghan people, and that the Taliban 
should call a ceasefire before such talks. 

And who’s running against Ghani? 

Two of the 18 candidates who filed 
nominations have since suspended their 
campaign, one of them in favour of Ghani. 

Among those who remain, the best 
known and strongest candidate is Abdullah 
Abdullah, a Pashtun-Tajik who was once ad¬ 
viser to Ahmad Shah Massoud, the leader 
of the Northern Alliance who was killed by 
al-Qaeda two days before the 9/11 attacks. 
Abdullah, who became the first foreign 
minister of Afghanistan soon after the US 
invasion of2001, is deputy leader in Ghani’s 
government, designated as Chief Executive. 

Abdullah came in second behind 
President Hamid Karzai in the 2009 elec¬ 
tion, and was deadlocked with Ghani after 
a second round run-off in 2015. With nei¬ 
ther Abdullah nor Ghani willing to give in, 
then US Secretary of State John Kerry 
worked for months to cobble together a 
power-sharing deal. Abdullah’s party is 
called National Coalition of Afghanistan. 

Then there is Gulbuddin Hekmatyar, the 
Pashtun leader of the Hezb-e-Islami. He is 
a former warlord and an ISI-trained, CIA- 
funded mujahideen commander who 
played a leading role in the anti-Soviet in¬ 
surgency, and in the violence that tore 
Afghanistan apart as mujahideen factions 
fought each other for power for six years af¬ 


ter the Red Army exited. In 2001, he based 
himself in Pakistan from where he orches¬ 
trated armed attacks on the Afghan govern¬ 
ment, until his return in 2016 after a peace 
agreement with Ghani’s government. 

The former Afghan ambassador to India, 
Shaida Abdali, is also contesting. 

How has the campaign been? 

There has been very little open cam¬ 
paigning due to the intense violence of the 
last few weeks — the Taliban first tried to 
grab as much territory as they could in the 
run-up to what seemed like a deal in the 
bag with the Americans; they were then an¬ 
gry that the talks were cancelled and the 
elections were happening. Dozens have 
been killed in Taliban suicide attacks over 
the last 10 days. For security reasons, Ghani 
has campaigned mostly via videoconfer¬ 
encing, and sought a mandate to strengthen 
his hands in any future talks with the 
Taliban. 

What about security on voting day? 

The IEC said last month that for security 
reasons, 2,431 of the 7,366 polling centres 
would be closed. Hundreds of these polling 
stations are in Taliban-controlled territory. 
The deployment of some 72,000 security 
personnel has not eased fears of largescale 
violence and use of unfair means. The IEC 
plans to use a new biometric system to 
identify voters and prevent fraud.

AFTER HEARING President 
Donald Trump tried to persuade 
Ukraine to investigate a 2020 
campaign rival, senior officials at 
the White House scrambled to 
“lock down” records of the call, 
in particular the official com¬ 
plete transcript, a whistleblower 
alleged in an explosive com¬ 
plaint released Thursday. 

In an attempt to “lock down” 
all records of the call, White House 
lawyers told officials to move an 
electronic transcript of the call into 
a separate system reserved for es¬ 
pecially sensitive classified infor¬ 
mation, the complaint said. During 
the call, Trump asked President 
Volodymyr Zelenskiy of Ukraine 
to investigate a political rival, for¬ 
mer vice president Joe Biden. 

These and other details sur¬ 
rounding the call were “deeply 
disturbing” to senior White House 
officials, according to the com¬ 
plaint. A day earlier, the White 
House released a reconstructed 
transcript of the July 25 call. 

The whistleblower, an un¬ 
named intelligence official, did 
not personally witness the ac¬ 
tions but heard accounts from 
multiple American officials. 

“This set of actions under¬

UK’s Johnson faces 
backlash over 
confrontational tone

BRITISH PRIME Minister Boris 
Johnson said on Thursday tem¬ 
pers needed to calm after a vit¬ 
riolic session in Parliament the 
day before, maintaining that 
only Brexit could resolve deep 
divisions among lawmakers and 
across the country. 

Parliament reached boiling 
point Wednesday when Johnson 
and his opponents engaged in 
hours of furious argument over 
Brexit, with lawmakers hurling al¬ 
legations of betrayal and abuse of 
power across the chamber. 

“We do need to bring people 
together and get this thing done,” 
Johnson told BBC TV. “Tempers 
need to calm down and people 
need to come together because it 
is only by getting Brexit done that 
you will actually lance the boil of 
the current anxiety.” 

Johnson returned to the 
House of Commons on 
Wednesday after the Supreme 
Court ruled that his decision to 
suspend Parliament earlier this 
month was unlawful. 

His opponents roared “re¬ 
sign” and some cast him as a 
cheating dictator who should 
stand aside after the court mling. 

‘Surrender Bill’ 

Johnson provoked anger by 
repeatedly calling a law that 
forces him to ask the EU for a 
three-month Brexit delay next 
month unless he can strike a deal 
as the “Surrender Bill”.

His critics say such language 
is often used in threats of vio¬ 
lence or worse received by law¬ 
makers, particularly women. 

Johnson defended his use of 
the term to supportive 
Conservative lawmakers on 
Thursday, arguing that the legis¬ 
lation would hurt Britain’s nego¬ 
tiating stance with the EU. 

Remarks on Joe Cox 

Many opposition lawmakers 
were still furious over his re¬ 
sponse on Wednesday to a ques¬ 
tion about Jo Cox, a 41-year-old 
Labour Party parliamentarian 
who was murdered in 2016 by a 
loner obsessed with Nazis and 
extreme right-wing ideology. 

When an MP said she had 
had threats from people echoing 
the PM’s rhetoric, Johnson 
replied: “I have never heard so 
much humbug in my life”. 

It was not just politicians who 
were angry. Johnson’s sister 
Rachel described her brother’s 
words as a “particularly tasteless” 
way to refer to the memory of a 
murdered lawmaker.

Sri Lanka ruling party 
picks Premadasa as 
presidential candidate

SRI LANKA’S ruling party on 
Thursday nominated its deputy 
leader, Sajith Premadasa, to run 
in a presidential election on Nov. 
16, a move that appeared in¬ 
tended to win over Buddhist- 
majority voters. 

Premadasa, 52, is also hous¬ 
ing minister and son of former 
president Ranasinghe 

Premadasa who was assassi¬ 
nated by a Tamil Tiger rebel sui¬ 
cide bomber in 1993. He is pop¬ 
ular among the rural poor, 
strengthening his position 
against opposition candidate 
Gotabaya Rajapaksa. 

“The Prime Minister has 
nominated Sajith Premadasa as 
the presidential candidate and 
the party’s working committee 
unanimously agreed to that,” 
economic reforms minister 
Harsha De Silva, a member of the 
working committee, told Reuters. 

The election is likely to be 
dominated by national security 
issues, after a wave of suicide 
bombings claimed by Islamic 
State killed more than 250 peo¬ 
ple in April, denting the island's 
critical tourism industry. 

Premadasa’s nomination, 
strongly supported by back¬ 
bench members of Parliament, 
followed months of internal divi¬ 
sion in the centre-right United 
National Party, as the party also 
considered Parliament Speaker

Karu Jayasuriya and Prime 
Minister Ranil Wickremesinghe. 

Premadasa has said he will 
eradicate poverty and improve 
housing in the country under a 
slogan of “shelter for all at 2025”. 

Premadasa, who did a degree 
in economics, politics and inter¬ 
national relations in London, will 
challenge Rajapaksa who is also 
vying for the votes of the influ¬ 
ential Buddhist majority. 

Some ethnic minority parties 
have already pledged support to 
Premadasa. 

“I don't think he is a man who 
can solve the problems of the 
common man but he is a power¬ 
ful candidate because Sajith can 
appeal to the oppressed people,” 
said Victor Ivan, an independent 
political columnist. 


At Least 20 Killed In Indonesia Quake 

■ At least 20 people were 
killed and dozens injured on 
Thursday in a strong 
earthquake that rocked 
Indonesia’s remote Maluku 
islands, triggering landslides, 
the disaster agency said.

Indian woman 
among 16 terror 
suspects held by 
Malaysian police

AN INDIAN woman was among 
16 terror suspects arrested by the 
Malaysian police for allegedly 
planning to attack leaders of lo¬ 
cal political parties, a media re¬ 
port said on Thursday. 

The suspects, some of whom 
were linked to the Islamic State, 
were arrested in an operation con¬ 
ducted between August 10 and 
September 25 in Kuala Lumpur, 
Sabah, Pahang, Johor, Penang and 
Selangor cities, state-run Bemama 
news agency reported. 

The 16 terror suspects com¬ 
prised 12 Indonesians, three 
Malaysians and one Indian, it said. 

Quoting Ayob Khan Mydin, 
Assistant Director of Malaysian 
Police’s counter-terrorism divi¬ 
sion, the report said the 38-year- 
old Indian Sikh woman, who 
worked as a cleaner, was a mem¬ 
ber of the secessionist Sikhs For 
Justice (SFJ) group. 

India in July banned the pro- 
Khalistani group for its alleged 
anti-national activities. The US- 
based SFJ pushes for Sikh 
Referendum 2020. The group’s 
primary objective is to establish 
an “independent and sovereign 
country” in Punjab. 

He said two Malaysians de¬ 
tained in Sabah were responsible 
for spreading IS propaganda and 
acted as facilitators for those who 
carried out a suicide bomb attack 
on a church in Philippines in 
December last year. 


‘A President Who Is An Ordinary Person, Who Goes Jogging, Who Rides A Vespa’ 

Jacques Chirac, French leader who championed European identity, dies at 86

JACQUES CHIRAC, who moulded 
the legacy of Charles de Gaulle 
into a personal power base that 
made him one of the dominant 
leaders of France across three 
decades and a vocal advocate of 
European unity, died on Thursday 
at his home in Paris. He was 86. 

His death was confirmed by 
the Fondation Chirac in Paris. 

Chirac was elected to two 
consecutive terms as president, 
beginning in 1995, having already 
served as prime minister under 
centrist and Socialist presidents. 

At his death, he was most re¬ 


membered for his defiant stand 
against the US-led war in Iraq, 
his ability to preside over a state 
in which power was divided be¬ 
tween the left and the right — 
comity that is hardly imaginable 
today — and his championing 
the European Union. 

His vision, he argued in 2000, 
was “not for a United States of 
Europe, but for a United Europe 
of States.” 

Chirac had also been a highly 
visible mayor of Paris for 18 
years, using that office as a 
springboard into national poli¬ 
tics. Only years later would his 
mayoralty emerge as the source 
of a damaged reputation: In 
2011, he was convicted of em¬ 
bezzlement and misusing pub¬ 


lic funds to finance his political 
party while running the city. 

Historically, French politi¬ 
cians have seldom been tar¬ 
nished by their financial pecca¬ 
dilloes, and that was the case 
with Chirac: He received a two- 
year suspended sentence, with 
his legacy largely intact. His pres¬ 
idency is generally recalled 
warmly in France, with many 
saying that he represented the 
nation well and in a manner that 
was “presidential”. 

Pascal Perrineau, a professor of 
political science at the Paris School 
of International Affairs, a part of 
Sciences Po, said there were three 
main reasons for Chirac’s popular¬ 
ity. One was that he was able “to 
implant the idea of a president 



who is an ordinary person: a pres¬ 
ident who goes jogging, a presi¬ 
dent who rides a Vespa.” 

“Second, he was able to 
bridge the left-right divide,” 


Perrineau added. And third, “he 
presided over France in a rela¬ 
tively good time.” 

As mayor of Paris, starting in 
1977, he had a spotlighted stage 


from which to begin a national po¬ 
litical career. With a huge staff and 
budget he kept the city humming 
with festivals and exhibitions. 

He boasted of an array of in¬ 
ternational acquaintances, de¬ 
scribing Saddam Hussein and the 
Chinese leader, DengXiaoping, as 
his friends. He often upstaged his 
own president or prime minister, 
welcoming prominent guests like 
Popejohn Paul II, President Ronald 
Reagan and the Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev and giving lav¬ 
ish dinners at City Hall. 

By the time he left the mayor’s 
office in 1995, there was increas¬ 
ing evidence that cormption and 
political skulduggery had been 
widespread during his tenure. But 
despite his later conviction in 


court, there were no allegations 
while he was in office that he had 
enriched himself. There were sus- 
picions, however, that he must 
have been aware of the corrupt 
schemes of his associates, partic¬ 
ularly of Jean Tiberi, who suc¬ 
ceeded him as mayor. 

Jacques Rene Chirac was 
born in the Latin Quarter of Paris 
on November 29,1932, a few 
years after his father, Abel, then 
a minor bank official, and his 
mother, Marie Louise Valette, 
had moved to the capital from a 
village in central France. 

As a student, Chirac attended a 
summer course at Harvard in 
1953 and worked at a Howard 
Johnson’s in Boston. He became 
engaged to a Radcliffe woman, 



whose father wrote him an angry 
letter telling him, basically, to get 
lost. On his return to Paris, he be¬ 
came engaged to his longtime 
girlfriend, Bernadette Chodron de 
Courcel, who was from a wealthy 
family in Correze, France. They 
were married, and she was later 
elected a regional councilor. 

Their younger daughter, 
Claude, became her father’s com¬ 
munications director when he 
won the presidency. Bernadette 
Chirac and Claude survive, as does 
a grandson. An elder daughter, 
Laurence, died in April 2016. 

Chirac had largely disappeared 
from public view in recent years. 
“I have had an interesting life, full of 
events, and I am happy with it,” he 
said in an interview in 2000. NYT

AN OPHON to switch between 
Employees’ Pension Scheme 
(EPS) and National Pension 
System (NPS), a reworked def¬ 
inition of wage to include cer¬ 
tain allowances and allowing 
prioritisation of payment of 
EPF dues over other debts of a 
company are some of the ma¬ 
jor changes proposed by the 
government in the draft The 
Employees’ Provident Funds 
and Miscellaneous Provisions 
(Amendment) Bill, 2019. 

RSS-affiliated trade union 
Bharatiya Mazdoor Sangh 
(BMS) has, however, objected 
to the proposal to amend EPF 
lawtoallowworkersto switch 
between EPS and NPS along 
with proposal to give an option 
to reduce the PF contribution 
rate from 12 per cent to 10 per 
cent. In the tripartite consulta¬ 
tion held on Tuesday to discuss 
the proposed amendments in 
EPF MP Act 1952, which was 
chaired by Labour and 
Employment Minister Santosh 
Gangwar, the trade union op¬ 
posed the newamendmentto 
EPF law. This is the second 
time, after 2015, that the pro¬ 
posal to bring NPS in EPF law is 
being opposed by BMS and 
other trade unions. “NPS is 
risky market linked, return in 
EPS is much more than NPS as 
per the study of EPFO, EPS has 
more benefits like benefits to 
family members, insurance, 
widow pension etc. NPS has a 
lock period of 15 years for with¬ 
drawal, NPS is only a savings 
scheme with uncertainty of 
the return at the time of retire¬ 
ment” BMS said in a statement 
following the consultative 
meeting with Labour Ministry. 

The central trade union fur¬ 
ther said that the government 
has not come out with any 
study about the comparative 
advantage of the new amend¬ 
ment to workers. BMS also op¬ 
posed dilution of the latest 
Supreme Court judgement on 
the question of inclusion of al¬

EPF contribution along with 
opposing reduction of PF con¬ 
tribution rate from 12 percent 
to 10 per cent and giving arbi¬ 
trary power to government to 
fix the rates. “So the amend¬ 
ments will only help erring 
employers and private players 
and is against the interest of 
workers, hence Bharatiya 
Mazdoor Sangh opposed the 
new amendments to EPF law. 
None of the demands of trade 
unions is included in the 
amendment,” it said. The 
Ministry, on its website, said 
that most of the proposed 
amendments were “wel¬ 
comed by the stakeholders”. 

In the draft amendment 
Bill, the government has pro¬ 
posed to allow EPF members 
to choose to switch their con¬ 
tribution towards EPS to NPS. 
At present, 8.33 per cent of 
the employer’s contribution 
(12 per cent of basic pay and 
dearness allowance and 
capped at Rs 15,000) goes 
into the EPS for pension pay¬ 
outs post-retirement. 

Also, the amendment pro¬ 
poses to fix computational ba¬ 
sis for ‘wage’ with allowances 
paid above 50 per cent or as no¬ 
tified percentage, of all remu¬ 
neration, to be included in 
wage. Currently, the computa- 
tional basis for determining 
provident fund contribution is 
basic wage, dearness al¬ 
lowance and retaining al¬ 
lowance.

Minister Nirmala Sitharaman 
Thursday, many private banks in¬ 
dicated that they will join loan dis¬ 
tribution programmes in400dis¬ 
tricts being organised by public 
sector banks and NBFCs starting 
next month.

PMC Bank customers can 
now withdraw up to H0K

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THE SECURITIES and Exchange 
Board oflndia(Sebi) is examining 
the relevance of the company 
‘promoters’ concept and studying 
the possibility of shifting to ‘con¬ 
trolling shareholders’. 

While the concept of‘promot¬ 
ers’ has been prevalent in India for 
a long period of time, globally, 
rather than promoters, the con¬ 
cept of‘controlling shareholders’ 
is more prevalent. “Keeping in 
mind changing realities of the 
global and Indian markets, we are 
examining the relevance of the 
concept of ‘promoter’ in today’s 
times along with whether any 
changes to Sebi Regulations are 


warranted in this regard,” Sebi 
Chairman Ajay Tyagi said. 

Tyagi said the Sebi will soon 
take a view on a proposal to re¬ 
duce the time taken for rights is¬ 
sues to around 31 days. Besides, 
the market watchdog is in the 
process of taking steps to further 
strengthen the framework for al¬ 
ternative investment funds (AIFs), 
Tyagi said at a Ficci event here. 

With regard to rights issue, the 
regulator came out with a consul¬ 
tative paper on the mode of fund 
raising in May. In the paper, Sebi 


proposed to reduce the overall 
time taken for rights issue to 
around 31 days as well as make 
the application and allotment 
process more efficient. Currently, 
the rights issue process takes 55- 
58 days from the time a company 
decides to launch the issue till the 
listing. “Sebi had put out a consul¬ 
tative paper to reduce the time¬ 
lines for rights issues. We will be 
soon taking a view on this sub¬ 
ject,” Tyagi said. 

He said in recent times, rights 
issue has seen a pick-up in the ac¬ 


tivity. In the rights issue mode, 
shares are issued to existing in¬ 
vestors at a pre-determined price, 
normally at a discount, in propor¬ 
tion to their holdings. 

The regulator said that there is 
a need to reduce the timelines — 
both in the pre-issue opening 
phase and after issue closure — 
such that issuer and shareholders 
benefit from process efficiencies. 

On AIF, Sebi said it is in the 
“process of taking steps to fur¬ 
ther strengthen the framework 
for AIFs in areas such as stan¬ 
dardisation of the private place¬ 
ment memorandum and bench- 
marking framework for 
performance disclosures”. Tyagi 
said there is a conscious effort to 
move from bank credit to other 
forms of credit.

PROVIDING RELIEF to worried 
customers of crisis-hit Punjab & 
Maharashtra Cooperative Bank, 
the Reserve Bank on Thursday in¬ 
creased the cash withdrawal limit 
to Rs 10,000 per account. 

While slapping restrictions on 
the bank for six months, the RBI 
had on Tuesday allowed with¬ 
drawal of only Rs 1,000, creating 
panic among the depositors. “It has 
been decided to allow depositors 
to withdraw a sum not exceeding 
Rs 10,000 (including the Rs 1,000 
already withdrawn) of the total 


balance held in every savings bank 
account or current account or any 
other deposit account,” the RBI 
said in a statement 

According to the central bank, 
the higher limit is subject to fact 
the customer does not have any li- 
ability with the bank by way of 
loans of surety for a third-party 
loan. With the above relaxation, 
more than 60 per cent of the de¬ 
positors of the bank will be able to 
withdraw their entire account 
balance. Meanwhile, the bank said 
the 36th annual general meeting 
of the bank, scheduled to be held 
on September 28, has been called 
off as the board of the bank has 
been superseded. 


RBI Officers Society 
has ^105 crore fixed 
deposits in PMC Bank

THE OFFICERS of banking regula¬ 
tor Reserve Bank of India (RBI) 
could, ironically, be among those 
in a spot of bother amid the crisis 
unfolding at the Punjab and 
Maharashtra Cooperative Bank Ltd 
(PMC Bank), which faced regula¬ 
tory action earlier this week. The 
Reserve Bank of India Officers Co- 
Op Society Ltd had fixed deposits 
worth Rs 105 crore in the bank 
which was put under an adminis¬ 
trator and the board of directors 
was superseded by the RBI. 

However, the society won’t be 
able to withdraw any money from 
the bank as the RBI has stipulated 
that only Rs 10,000will be allowed 
to be withdrawn by a customer ir¬ 
respective of the account that he 
maintains in the bank. “RBI officers 
too will end up feeling the pinch of 
withdrawal limit on PMC Bank,” 
said a financial sector player. 

Pensioners could also be ming 
their fate as the Maharashtra 
Government had permitted PMC 
Bank “to open saving bank ac¬ 
count of the pensioners” of the 
state government. The 
Maharashtra Government had 
permitted PMC Bank “to open 
saving bank account of the pen¬ 
sioners of government of 
Maharashtra” last fiscal, the coop¬ 
erative bank claimed in its annual 
report for 2018-19. The number of 
accounts opened under the 
‘Nivratika Savings Bank Accounts’ 
head could not be ascertained.

According to the balance sheet 
of the RBI Officers Co-Op Society, 
apart from Rs 105 crore FD in PMC 
Bank, it had FDs in Bharat Co-op¬ 
erative Bank (Rs 100 crore), Apna 
Sahakari Bank (Rs 85 crore), 
Solapur Janata Sahakari Bank (Rs 
50 crore) and Thane Bharat 
Sahakari Bank (Rs 85 crore), 
among others. “The RBI is likely to 
lift the restrictions once the prob¬ 
lems in the bank are resolved. The 
money will be safe,” said an offi¬ 
cial of the All India Reserve Bank 
Employees Association. When 
contacted, the RBI did not com¬ 
ment on the issue. 

Co-operative societies or pri¬ 
mary co-operative credit societies 
(PACS) are allowed to raise de¬ 
posits only from their members. 
“Such co-operative societies have 
neither been issued any licence 
under Banking Regulation Act, 
1949 (as applicable to cooperative 
societies) nor are they authorized 
for doing banking business,” RBI 
says. The insurance cover from 
Deposit Insurance and Credit 
Guarantee Corporation will not be 
available for deposits placed with 
these entities. 


PMC 24th co-op 
bank to face RBI 
action since Jan

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THE RESERVE Bank of India’s or¬ 
der restricting banking activity at 
Punjab and Maharashtra 
Cooperative (PMC) Bank on 
Tuesday is not a case in isolation 
as 23 more co-operative banks 
faced similar action by the regu¬ 
lator so far in this calendar year. 

While RBI restricted with¬ 
drawals and appointed an admin¬ 
istrator superseding the board of 
PMC on Tuesday after finding fi¬ 
nancial irregularities and audit 
concerns at PMC Bank, under 
Section 35(A) of the Banking 
Regulation Act, it has taken steps 
under the same section in case of 
23 more urban co-operative 
banks and has extended the pe¬ 
riod of such action (taken in the 
past), in case of ten other banks. 

Sources in the banking indus¬ 
try say that this reflects upon the 
magnitude of the problem at co¬ 
operative banks and raises ques¬ 
tion marks in the way they are be¬ 
ing mn and regulated. As per the 
data collated by Maharashtra 
State Bank Employees Federation 
(MSBEF), PMC Bank is the 24th 
bank this year to have seen RBI in¬ 
voking Section 35(A). The section 
provides RBI with the power to 
give directions to banks in a bid to 
“to prevent the affairs of any bank¬ 
ing company being conducted in 
a manner detrimental to the in¬ 
terests of the depositors or in a 


manner prejudicial to the inter¬ 
ests of the banking company”. The 
RBI can also “secure the proper 
management of any banking 
company” under this section. 

The co-operative banks that 
have seen an extension of orders 
issued by RBI include Kapol Co¬ 
operative Bank, Rupee Co-opera¬ 
tive Bank, Mercantile Co-opera¬ 
tive Bank and The City 
Co-operative Bank among others. 

Beside the PMC Bank, the co¬ 
operative banks that have seen 
fresh directions from RBI under 
this section this calendar include 
Mapusa Urban Co-operative Bank 
of Goa, Kerala Mercantile Co-op¬ 
erative Bank, The Maratha 
Sahakari Bank, The CKP Co-oper¬ 
ative Bank and Bidar Mahila 
Urban Co-operative Bank among 
others. Devidas Tuljapurkar, gen¬ 
eral secretary, MBSEF said that in¬ 
stead of intervening as knee-jerk 
reaction, the RBI should, “Carry 
out inspection of all Urban Co-op¬ 
erative Banks,” and do quality in¬ 
spection to deal with delinquent 
urban co-operative banks. He fur¬ 
ther said, “RBI as a regulator has 
failed in arresting distractions in 
the financial sector, leading to de¬ 
cline in confidence of common 
man in the banking sector”. 

On the other hand, three 
banks have seen a withdrawal of 
orders passed by RBI under the 
section this year. These include 
Shri Ganesh Sahakari Bank, Gomti 
Nagariya Sahkari Bank and Indian 
Mercantile Co-operative Bank. 


Sebi: No provision for 
standstill pact between 
MFs and borrowers

SEBI ON Thursday said there was 
no provision for standstill agree¬ 
ments between mutual funds and 
their borrowers in any regulations 
and all entities need to follow the 
samemles. 

“It is not there in any of the reg¬ 
ulations. We have made our posi¬ 
tion clear. Entities have to follow 
the regulations that are there. 
There is no confusion in that” Sebi 
Chairman Ajay Tyagi said. 

The Sebi observation came a 
day after Subhash Chandra-led 
Essel Group claimed it has got 
unanimous backing from lenders 
including fund houses to further 
extend its repaymenttimelines for 


its balance dues. Mutual funds had 
first given an extension, called as 
standstill agreement, to the finan- 
cially embattled group till 
September, creating a new prece¬ 
dent. This move was done in the 
face of a massive decline in the 
market price ofZee Entertainment 
Enterprises, the flagship company 
in the group, where promoters 
had pledged holdings. 

On September 20, the Zee 
group said it was in a steady dia¬ 
logue with lenders. Zee also asked 
its lenders to extend its September 
30 deadline for repayment of debt 
On reports of SBI writing to Sebi to 
make an exception in the DHFL re¬ 
structuring case, Tyagi said there 
are already regulations on Inter 
Creditor Agreements for MFs and 
that is the policy.

SMUGGLING OF goods in the tex¬ 
tiles, ready-made garments, cig¬ 
arettes, machinery and parts and 
consumer electronics industries 
prevented India from adding 
over 16 lakh jobs in 2017-18, 
shows a new study on the issue. 

“Total estimated livelihood 
opportunity lost in the economy 
is about 16.36 lakh because of 
the estimated smuggling in 
these five industries because of 
backward linkage and multiplier 
effects of these industries,” 
stated the study titled Invisible 
Enemy: Impact of Smuggling on 
Indian Economy and 
Employment. The study was 
commissioned by Ficci CASCADE 
and conducted by Thought 
Arbitrage Research Institute 
(TARI). 

Of this, over 5 lakh jobs were 
prevented from being added to 


these sectors directly. Labour-in¬ 
tensive industries like readymade 
garments and tobacco products 
experienced a chunk of the loss 
in direct livelihood opportunities. 

The remaining 11.35 lakh job 
opportunities were a result of the 
“backward linkage and multiplier 
effects” mentioned in the report. 
This means that other industries 
linked to the production process 
in these key industries, including 
ancillaries, together lost out on 
over 11 lakh jobs as a result of 
smuggling of these products, ac¬ 
cording Ficci advisor PC Jha. 

“This type of study has been 
conducted in India for the first 
time to see what the impact of 
smuggling of these five key com¬ 
modities has been on the job op¬ 
portunities in the country,” Jha 
told The Indian Express. 

“When smuggling takes 
place, the manufacturing activ¬ 
ity that could have taken place in 
India has shifted abroad. The 
goods manufactured in these 


other countries are being 
brought to India in an illegal 
manner to cater to the demand 
here,” he said, adding that this 
means that the government also 
loses out on customs and GST 
revenue that it could have made 
from legal imports of these prod¬ 
ucts. Estimates in the study show 
that smuggling of cigarettes rose 
to Rs 8,750 crore in 2017-2018 
from Rs 7,183 crore in 2015-16, 
resulting in 14-20 per cent of 
output loss to domestic tobacco 
manufacturers. 

The estimated smuggling 
and output loss to the domestic 
readymade garments industry 
also rose to Rs 5,509 crore in 
2017-18 from Rs 3,780 crore in 
2015-16, according to the study. 

Trade in smuggling, contra¬ 
band, counterfeit and pirated 
goods has risen steadily in the 
last few years and now stands at 
3.3 per cent of global trade, ac¬ 
cording to Ficci’s release about 
the report.

THE RESERVE Bank of India’s 
Internal Working Group on liq¬ 
uidity management has recom¬ 
mended that the liquidity frame¬ 
work should largely continue in 
its present form of the corridor 
system with the call money rate 
as the target rate. 

The RBI Group has articu¬ 
lated guiding principles for an ef¬ 
fective liquidity management 
framework. It has proposed that 
the liquidity framework should 
be guided by the objective of 
maintaining the call money rate 
close to the policy rate (Repo 
rate). “It should be consistent 
with the policy rate and it should 
not undermine the price discov¬ 
ery in the inter-bank money 
market,” the panel said. 
According to the panel, the 
framework should be flexible. 
While the corridor system 
would normally require the sys¬ 
tem liquidity to be in a small 
deficit, if financial conditions 
warrant a situation of liquidity 
surplus, the framework should 


be adaptable, it said in the report 
released on Thursday. 

As the call money market is 
the only money market segment 
which trades exclusively in re¬ 
serves, the Group recommended 
that the call money rate - with 
Weighted Average Call Rate 
(WACR) as the measure - should 
continue as the target rate of the 
liquidity management frame¬ 
work. It observed that the design 
of the corridor system, with repo 
rate as the policy rate, would 


generally require the system liq¬ 
uidity to be in a small deficit of 
about 0.25 per cent - 0.5 per cent 
of Net Demand and Time 
Liabilities (NDTL) of the banking 
system (deposits). However, if 
financial conditions warrant a 
situation of liquidity surplus, the 
framework could be used flexi¬ 
bly, with variable rate opera¬ 
tions, to ensure that the call 
money rate remains close to the 
policy repo rate, it said. 

“The current provision of as¬ 


sured liquidity — up to one per 
cent of NDTL—is no longer nec¬ 
essary since the proposed liquid¬ 
ity framework would entirely 
meet the system’s liquidity 
needs. Build-up of a large deficit 
or surplus, if expected to persist, 
should be offset through appro¬ 
priate durable liquidity opera¬ 
tions. In addition to open market 
operations (OMOs) and forex 
swaps, the group has recom¬ 
mended longer term repo oper¬ 
ations at market related rates. 

“Minimising the number of 
operations should be an effi¬ 
ciency goal of the liquidity 
framework. Consequently, there 
should be ideally one single 
overnight variable rate operation 
in a day, supported by fine-tun¬ 
ing operations, if required,” it 
said. The target rate being an 
overnight rate, liquidity opera¬ 
tions should predominantly be 
of overnight maturity, banks 
should be able to borrow in the 
inter-bank money market at 
rates not higher than the rate at 
which they could borrow from a 
central bank (the rate at which a 
central bank injects liquidity), 
the RBI panel said.

Leela-Brookfield deal: SAT dismisses ITC plea 


NCLAT allows Dutch 
court administrator to 
attend Jet CoC meets

THE NATIONAL Company Law 
Appellate Tribunal (NCLAT) on 
Thursday allowed the Dutch 
court administrator of Jet 
Airways to attend the committee 
of creditors (CoC) meetings of the 
bankrupt carrier. 

The order assumes signifi¬ 
cance as the Insolvency and 
Bankruptcy Code 2016 does not 
deal with cross-border insolvency, 
which means when insolvency 
proceedings are moved against 
the same company in two differ¬ 
ent countries. A three-member 
NCLAT Bench said the Dutch ad¬ 
ministrator would be part of the 
CoC meeting and would be given 
minutes of the meetings. 

The appellate tribunal also set 
aside the earlier order of the 


Mumbai bench of the National 
Company Law Tribunal (NCLT), 
which had refused to recognise 
the Dutch insolvency proceed¬ 
ings. The NCLT had barred Dutch 
court administrator from taking 
part in the Jet insolvency proceed¬ 
ings in India. 

The appellate tribunal order 
came after the resolution profes¬ 
sional (RP) of Jet and the Dutch 
court administrator agreed to co¬ 
ordinate in the insolvency pro¬ 
ceedings ongoing in India. 

Earlier, during the last hearing, 
the NCLAT had directed the Jet RP 
and Dutch court to file the terms 
and conditions of their agree¬ 
ment The NCLATs direction came 
while hearing a petition filed by 
the Dutch court administrator 
against the order of the Mumbai 
bench of the NCLT, which had de¬ 
clared overseas bankruptcy pro¬ 
ceedings null and void.

Boeing has said the feeding of 
erroneous Angle of Attack (AOA) 
data to a system called MCAS that 
pushed the planes lower was a 
common link in two wider chains 
of events leading to the crashes. 

“We want FAA to ensure that 
Boeing takes a close look at all 
these different failure conditions 
that can activate MCAS and en¬ 
sure that they have evaluated the 
pilots’ response to that,” Dana 
Schulze, director of the NTSB 
Office of Aviation Safety, told re¬ 
porters at a briefing.

A warmer Russia 

Why Russia is ambivalent about global warming

FIRST CAME fires that turned the Siberian 
skies into a wall of solid smoke stretching for 
thousands of kilometres. Then came a 
drought that sucked the Lena river nearly dry, 
leaving boats marooned in the mud. It has 
been an arduous summer in Yakutia, an icy 
republic in Russia’s far east. Add to that the 
fact that the regional capital, Yakutsk, stands 
upon thawing permafrost that warps roads 
and buildings, and climate inaction becomes 
hard to defend. “I’ve lived here my whole life, 
I remember what the winter used to be like, 
and what it’s like now,” says Sardana 
Avksenteva, Yakutsk’s mayor. “I can confirm 
that global warming is a problem.” 

Some 1,000km (600 miles) to the north, 
on the republic’s Arctic coast, the dying town 
of Tiksi would beg to differ. From its frozen 
vantage-point, warming has been a boon. 
Arctic sea ice is now receding at an alarming 
rate. In 1980 it covered 7.9m square kilome¬ 
tres (3m square miles) at its summer mini¬ 
mum, whereas last year it dipped to only 
4.6m. So the Northern Sea Route (NSR) 
through once-impassable waters has 
emerged as a potential global shipping ar¬ 
tery. The Russian government has pledged 
to direct some 735bn roubles ($11 bn) over 
the next six years towards its development. 
The route holds the promise of cutting de¬ 
livery times between Asia and Europe by 
weeks, compared with going by the much 


longer Suez Canal route—with Russia poised 
to take a healthy cut for helping the cargo 
through. Tiksi has seen a new military base 
go up. It is in the running for a 2.5bn-rouble 
port project. 

This tension between catastrophe and 
opportunity has shaped the contours of the 
climate-change debate in the world’s fourth- 
largest carbon-emitter. Russia has signed but 
has not ratified the Paris agreement, making 
it the only large emitter outside the pact 
(though President DonaldTmmp has said he 
intends to withdraw America from its stric¬ 
tures). It is not only the world’s second- 
largest producer of oil and gas combined, it 
also possesses ice-locked coasts and a vast, 
underpopulated hinterland which, some ar¬ 
gue, could use the boost brought by a few de¬ 
grees of warming. At an Arctic fomm in 2017, 
Vladimir Putin called climate change “a fac¬ 
tor that bolsters optimism”, adding that it 
“provides more favourable conditions for 
economic activity in this region”. He once 
quipped that climate change would enable 
Russians to spend less money on fur coats. 

Yet the downsides are proving harder to 
ignore, as Mr Putin himself acknowledged at 
a G20 summit this summer. Russia is warm¬ 
ing more than twice as rapidly as the world’s 
average rate, and is experiencing a full range 
of climate-change-connected calamities for 
itself. The Ministry of Economic 


Development has accelerated climate poli¬ 
cymaking. A national adaptation plan is in 
the works, and bills introducing carbon taxes 
and other mechanisms to regulate green- 
house-gas emissions have also been drafted. 
Earlier this year, Russia’s main industrial 
lobby dropped its opposition to the Paris 
agreement. Russia’s companies “understood 
that they lose more by remaining on the side¬ 
lines than by joining,” says Mikhail Yulkin, 
head of the lobby’s climate-and-environ- 
ment committee. The economy minister, 
Maxim Oreshkin, tells The Economist that 
ratification is in the works. 

Ratification, though, will have minimal 
practical impact. Russia’s emissions-reduc- 
tion pledge for the Paris agreement uses as a 
benchmark its levels in 1990—a year before 
the collapse of Soviet heavy industry. This 
means that cutting emissions by 25-30%, 
which Russia promised to do by 2030, re¬ 
quires virtually no reduction from today’s 
less industrial levels (see chart). 

Northern lights 

There is little pressure from the citizenry 
to do more. Although 55% of the Russian pop¬ 
ulation believes that humans are causing cli¬ 
mate change, the number has changed little 
over the past decade, and climate change is 
on the periphery of Russian discourse. The 
worsening state of the environment came in 


ninth place when Russians were asked to 
name their main concerns, whereas con¬ 
cerns about the economy and corruption 
dominated. Even Russia’s embattled oppo¬ 
sition has ignored the issue: the manifesto 
of Alexei Navalny, its leader, does not contain 
a single mention of climate change. Although 
young people have come out in their thou¬ 
sands to protest against corruption, Arshak 
Makichyan, a 22-year-old violinist who 
launched the Russian branch of Fridays for 
Future, an international group of students 
demanding action against climate change, 
reckons that the movement has just 50-100 
active members in Russia. 



Russia’s leaders, in turn, see decarboni¬ 
sation as a prospect too distant to care about. 
The government’s in-house think-tank reck¬ 
ons that global carbon-dioxide emissions 
will not decline until after 2040, and that the 
world’s appetite for Russia’s hydrocarbons 
will last that long, too. 

If Russia goes greener, it may not be in a 
way that Western environmentalists will 
like. It has a flourishing domestic nuclear in¬ 
dustry, and a well-stocked foreign order 
book. Mr Putin recently raised eyebrows 
with an attack on wind turbines over the 
harm they do to birds and, he said, worms. 
“They shake, causing worms to come out of 
the soil,” he said. “This is not a joke.” Instead, 
warmer temperatures tantalise with the 
prospect of easier access to natural-resource 
wealth, an expanded farm belt, a reduced 
winter heating bill, and tolls from the 
Northern Sea Route. 

Yet those benefits are hardly certain. The 
number of ships taking the NSR remains a 
fraction of those taking more established 
paths, such as the Suez Canal; tapping its po¬ 
tential will require big investment. Though 
land in the north may become arable, it will 
be farther from the agricultural know-how, 
infrastructure and logistical base of tradi¬ 
tional farming regions. Those established 
farmlands, meanwhile, will have to adjust 
the crops they plant and cope with ever more 


frequent droughts. “The bad will be there no 
matter what, while the good requires major 
efforts,” says Vladimir Kattsov, director of 
Russia’s Voeikov Geophysical Observatory. 

Unstable weather patterns are already 
on the rise. In 2000 Russia’s weather serv¬ 
ice recorded 141 “severe weather phenom¬ 
ena”, which it defines as intense weather 
conditions—from heatwaves to heavy 
winds—that threaten human safety and can 
cause significant economic damage. Last 
year there were 580. 

Frequent severe weather will trigger 
alarming consequences across Russia’s vast 
territory, its environment ministry warns. 
Modern-day infectious diseases will spread 
and ancient ones may return, as thawing 
permafrost exposes old burial sites. Arctic 
infrastructure will crumble as the ground 
becomes softer. In Yakutsk, locals have al¬ 
ready taken to calling one tilting nine- 
storey apartment block built on the thaw¬ 
ing ice their own leaning tower of Pisa. The 
floods that have devastated the Russian far 
east in recent years will become more com¬ 
mon. So, too, will forest fires like the ones 
this summer that struck Siberia. “Nature is 
sending us little signals,” Ms Avksenteva 
says. Russia, and the world, would be wise 
to notice.

Waltzing Confucius 

Australian universities are accused of trading free speech for cash

SEEK “HARMONY but not sameness”, advised 
the Chinese philosopher Confucius 2,500 
years ago. Neither quality was on display 
when Chinese nationalists violently dis¬ 
rupted a rally at the University of Queensland 
in July in support of anti-govemment demon- 
strators in Hong Kong. Since then Drew 
Pavlou, one of the organisers of the sympa¬ 
thy rally, says he has received a litany of 
threats from Chinese patriots. The passport 
details of another participant in the rally, who 
is from the Chinese mainland, have been dis¬ 
seminated on social media. A third says au¬ 
thorities in China visited his family there, to 
warn them of the consequences of dissent. 

Mr Pavlou claims his university has since 
tried to squelch protests that might upset 
China, a charge it firmly denies. It is one of 13 
campuses in Australia to host a Confucius 
Institute, a language school and cultural centre 
funded by the Chinese government Some stu¬ 
dents worry about the university’s cosy ties 
with China. Peter Hoj, its vice-chancellor, has 
worked as a consultant to the Chinese state 
agency responsible for Confucius Institutes. 
Recently he quietly made a Chinese diplomat, 
Xu Jie, a visiting professor. Many Australians 
were outraged when Mr Xu praised the “spon¬ 
taneous patriotic behaviour” of the Chinese 
students who instigated the scuffle. 

Other Australians are dazzled by the

dents. Relative to the size of its population, 
Australia now hosts more international stu¬ 
dents than any other country. Just over a third 
of them—around 150,000—come from 
China. In the universities most eager to woo 
them, Chinese students now fill about a quar¬ 
ter of all places, says Salvatore Babones of the 
University of Sydney. This has turned terti¬ 
ary education into Australia’s third-biggest 
export, enabling administrators to pump 
cash into new facilities and research. But the 
conservative coalition government seems in¬ 
creasingly worried about the implications 
for free speech and security. 

Lecturers gripe about complaints from 
Chinese students who bristle at criticism of 
their government. Some have apologised pub¬ 


licly for supposedly hurting students’ feelings; 
one was suspended in 2017 after he claimed 
that ordinary Chinese believe that government 
officials only ever speak the tmth by accident. 

Last year Victoria University cancelled a 
screening of a film criticising Confucius 
Institutes after Chinese diplomats expressed 
misgivings about the event. Some academics 
complain that administrators have encour¬ 
aged them to keep awkward opinions to 
themselves. One gmmbles that his “freedom 
of speech was egregiously compromised” 
when a panel discussion on Chinese politics 
was suddenly cancelled ahead of a Chinese 
state visit to Australia. 

Students police each other as well as their 
teachers. Officially Chinese Students and 
Scholars Associations, which are backed by the 
Chinese state, mn social events and help new¬ 
comers. But they are also assumed to snitch on 
dissenters, leaving many Chinese students 
afraid to speak their minds. 

By courting controversy, these organisa¬ 
tions may have done more harm than good 
to China’s interests, says Mark Harrison, a 
Chinese-studies lecturer at the University of 
Tasmania. So have the Confucius Institutes, 
which are accused of stifling academic free¬ 
dom by discouraging students from dis¬ 
cussing sensitive topics. It is “completely in¬ 
appropriate for universities to host what 
amount to arms of the Chinese Communist 


Party on their campuses”, argues Kevin 
Carrico of Monash University. 

Universities don’t think they need to reg¬ 
ister the institutes under a new law that re¬ 
quires agents of foreign governments at¬ 
tempting to influence politics to declare 
themselves. The attorney-general’s office is 
mulling whether they should. A separate gov¬ 
ernment taskforce is investigating whether 
universities are doing enough to prevent sen¬ 
sitive research from reaching foreign govern¬ 



ments. The Australian Strategic Policy Institute 
(ASPI), a think-tank, reckons 300-odd scien¬ 
tists tied to China’s armed forces have visited 
Australia since 2007, studying subjects such 
as quantum physics and navigation technol¬ 
ogy. In one “particularly worrying” case, a pro¬ 
fessor at the University of New South Wales 
worked with a Chinese general to develop su¬ 
percomputers used in nuclear-weapons tests, 
notes Alex Joske of ASPI. 

Australian universities say they are work¬ 


ing with the government to “safeguard secu¬ 
rity” without “undermining the invaluable as¬ 
set of global collaboration”. But few seem keen 
to reduce their dependency on a continuing 
influx of Chinese students. This amounts to a 
“crisis of leadership”, a conservative senator 
recently asserted. If universities do not change 
their tack, says Mr Harrison, “they may find 
that federal agencies do it for them.”

DSC Longlist 
Announced 

THE ANTICIPATED longlist of the cov¬ 
eted DSC Prize for South Asian 
Literature 2019 was announced in the 
Capital on Thursday. This year, the Prize 
which is administered by the South 
Asian Literature Prize and Events Trust, 
received close to 90 entries. Of these, 
15 have made it to the longlist. It in¬ 
cludes Akil Kumarasamy’s debut novel 
Half Gods, Amitabha Bagchi’s Half the 
Night is Gone, The Indian Express Chief 
Editor Raj Kamal Jha’s The City and The 
Sea, Devi S Laskar’s debut The Atlas of 
Reds and Blues, Fatima Bhutto’s The 
Runaways, Jamil Jan Kochai’s 99 Nights 
in Logar, Manoranjan Byapari’s There’s 
Gunpowder in the Air {translated from 
Bengali by Arunava Sinha), Nadeem 
Zaman’s In the Time of the Others, 
Perumal Murugan’s A Lonely Harvest, 
and TD Ramakrishnan’s Sugandhi Alias 
Andal Devanayaki, among others. 
Delivering the keynote address at the 
longlist announcement, Ritu Menon, 
author and publisher of the publishing 
house, Kali for Women, said that this 
year’s award saw about 47 per cent en¬ 
tries from women. She recounted a 
story about how once in the UK, on a 
literary award list, there was only one 
woman, among other male writers of 
South Asian literature — Gita Mehta, 
who wrote the very unusual Karma 
Cola (1980) back in the day. Agreat deal 
of ink has been spilled since then, and 
much of it by women. “They bring a dif¬ 
ferent perspective to bear on what they 
write,” she said. The longlist, this year, 
features seven women. The shortlist 
will be announced on November 6 and 
the final winner, who will receive the 
prize money of $25,000, will be an¬ 
nounced on December 16.

Revisiting 

Gandhi 
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IN 1909, WHEN Mahatma Gandhi was pen¬ 
ning his book Hind Swaraj, while travelling 
from London to South Africa on a ship, he 
stressed on how the western model of indus¬ 
trial revolution cannot work for an agrarian 
society like India. The book of barely 100 
pages was banned by the British when it 
reached Indian borders. The undercurrent of 
Gandhi’s writing emphasised on the impor¬ 
tance of people to have a sense of self-worth, 
which had declined during the British rule. 
“The British mistreated Indians, and took 
away everything from them. I read some¬ 
where that there was a boy who was kicked 
by the British, and later came home and told 
his mother that he was very happy that day 
as he had been kicked by a white man,” says 
textile artist and fashion designer Shelly Jyoti, 
a visual artist and trained designer from 
National Institute of Fashion Technology in 
Delhi. This thought lay the seeds for her lat¬ 
est exhibition ‘Bound by Duty: An Idea of 
Swaraj & Collectiveness’ at Delhi’s India 
International Centre. 

Among the 30 Ajrakh works on khadi, 
Jyoti’s textile installation Self Realisation elu¬ 
cidates the idea fur¬ 
ther. The entry into 
the gallery gives off 
the feeling of plung¬ 
ing into the world of 
an aquarium. Fish in 
numerous colours, 
beige, blue and ma¬ 
roon are seen in Fish 
Series: A School of 
Fish-Oneness, which 
is made using Ajrakh 
dyeing and needle 
work on khadi, as if 
indicative of the 
__ country’s diversity. 

The fruits of this 
collective effort could be witnessed firsthand 
in Gandhi’s life in 1930, when he opposed 
the British taxes with the famous Dandi 
March by blatantly walking from his ashram 
in Ahmedabad to Dandi, along with 78 satya- 
grahis. Joined by hundreds along the way, to¬ 
gether they defied the British law by produc¬ 
ing salt and selling it without charging any 
tax on the seaside. Even though Gandhi was 
arrested soon after, he motivated millions. 
Trillions Together is made using blue fabric 
and opens out like a mammoth scroll on the 
floor, bearing the look of an ocean bed with 
small fishes floating around. 

Gandhi wrote Hind Swaraj during his 
moment of transition during World War I, 
and was also witnessing religious fanaticism 
around him. “It’s time to pause. We need to 
think where are we heading,” she says. 

The exhibition is atllC, Kamala 
Devi Complex, 40 Max Mueller Marg, 
till September 27, before moving to 
JehangirArt Gallery, Mumbai, from 
November 27-December 4

‘Compared to 
direction, acting is fun’ 

Actor Tannishtha Chatterjee on making her directorial debut with Roam 
Rome Mein and why Indian industry needs better producers

ACTOR TANNISHTHA CHATTERJEE was al¬ 
most rushed into making her directorial de¬ 
but. She was working on the final draft of 
Roam Rome Mein last year when its shoot 
was advanced. She was yet to put her team 
together. All she had then were the dates of 
Nawazuddin Siddiqui, who plays the lead 
role. When Chatterjee sug¬ 
gested that they shoot next 
year when she is better pre¬ 
pared, Siddiqui was more 
pragmatic. “This year, you have 
the backing of a studio (Eros). 

They might change their mind 
next year. You should go ahead 
with it,” Siddiqui advised her. 

Eventually, she decided to take 
the plunge. 

Chatterjee describes Roam 
Rome Mein as “a feminist film 
with a male protagonist”. “I 
have been toying with the idea 
for a while. I wanted to go deep 
into the protagonist’s patriar¬ 
chal psyche by putting him in 
a situation that is life changing. 

I thought let me traumatise a 
patriarch and shift something 
in him,” she says. As an actor, 

Chatterjee has been part of 
several movies, such as Brick 
Lane (2007), Angry Indian 
Goddesses (2015), Doctor 
Rakhmabai (2016) and Parched 
(2015), where the protagonist is a woman. 
That made her curious to explore if the pa¬ 
triarchal perspective was changing. 

Once Chatterjee made up her mind, a 
flurry of production-related activities fol¬ 
lowed. “It was insane. Once we got the team 


together, we went for a recce in Italy. After 
that, we had 16 days for pre-production. We 
used to do all the co-ordination required in 
India from morning to 6 pm. In the evenings, 
co-ordination with the team in Italy would 
start,” says Chatterjee. All these preparations 
ensured that she wrapped up the movie’s 
schedule in Italy, where Roam Rome Mein is 
mainly filmed, in 23 days. The movie is now 
complete and is travelling to Busan Film 
Festival for its world premiere. 
It will be screened there along 
with several Indian movies 
such as Gitanjali Rao’s Bombay 
Rose, Suman Ghosh’s Aadhaar, 
Gurvinder Singh’s Bitter 
Chestnut, Alankrita 

Shrivastava’s Dolly Kitty Aur 
Woh Chamakte Sitare and Lijo 
Jose Pellissery’s Jallikattu. 

Initially, the actor-tumed- 
director had Venice in mind as 
the setting. “Logistically, it was 
not possible. Also, I didn't want 
to take the story away from 
Italy as the Italian renaissance, 
which began in the 13th cen¬ 
tury, and the feminist move¬ 
ment that originated during 
that period, are part of the nar¬ 
rative,” she says. Through this 
contemporary psychological 
drama, the director-writer 
wanted to revisit the period 
when courtesans had access 
to education along with 
women from the aristocratic 
families. “In Venice, these courtesans were 
writers. In Rome, they were painters. Shifting 
the story to Rome made the movie visually 
more interesting,” says Chatterjee, who also 
acts in it. The movie features a host of Italian 
actors including Valentina Corti, who will be 


seen in the lead role, Urbano Barberini and 
Andrea Scarduzio. 

Writing the script helped Chatterjee 
put method to the madness. “I knew what 
I wanted to say. Therefore, I had an idea 
about whom to cast. Similarly, I had an 
idea about what kind of locations we 
wanted,” says Chatterjee, who during the 
recce in Rome, discovered several 
interesting locations. 

Chatterjee believes that an increase in 
the number of female directors has led to 
different kinds of stories being shared. “In 
the festival circuit this year, several movies 
made by women directors are making 
news. This year, four movies by female 
filmmakers (Mati Diop’s Atlantique, Jessica 
Hausner’s Little Joe, Celine Sciamma’s 
Portrait of a Young Lady on Fire and Justine 
Triet’s Sibyl ) were chosen for the competi¬ 
tion section at the Cannes Film Festival,” 
she says and adds that to bring more sto¬ 
rytellers to the fore, India needs better pro¬ 
ducers. “India has a lot of creative talent but 
we need producers who believe in a direc¬ 
tor’s vision and should be able to facilitate 
that to the fullest,” she says. Next, she will 
act in Driving Licence, a movie directed by 
Onir and written by her. “Compared to di¬ 
rection, acting is fun. Now that I know what 
directors go through, I will be a far more 
compassionate actor,” says the graduate 
from National School of Drama. 

Even as Chatterjee was struggling to fin¬ 
ish the production of her first directorial 
venture, she embraced motherhood. She 
had applied for adoption but didn’t know 
that it would work out in 11 months. “I was 
told it would take around three years. I had 
prepared myself accordingly. But once 
again, I decided to go with the flow and 
bring home Radhika, who is four years old,” 
says Chatterjee.

Ways of Seeing 

Filmmaker Mika Johnson on storytelling 
through virtual reality and giving the term 
‘Kafkaesque’ another dimension

IN THE late 19th century, when the film 
industry was in its nascent stages, the 
grammar of the medium was not much 
more than a replica of its precursor — 
theatre. At the turn of the century, the 
medium unearthed the close-up shot, 
the wide shot, and the moving camera 
— an entirely new language for story¬ 
telling. “It’s funny, in retrospect, that it 
took 15 to 20 years to figure out the 
grammar of cinema,” said filmmaker 
Mika Johnson, 44, at New Delhi’s Max 
Mueller Bhavan to an audience of art 
and technology enthusiasts. 

At the cusp of another storytelling 
revolution with virtual reality (VR) tech- 
nology, Johnson is bored with 
Hollywood executives who want to 
shallowly take the language of film and 
apply it to VR. “We are still 
using the same grammar 
as cinema. VR is a non¬ 
linear medium with a 
grammar that is not just 
close to, but is identical to 
the dreams. We don’t 
know what that gram¬ 
mar is yet,” he said. 

Johnson’s latest artis¬ 
tic experimentation with 
virtual reality is his at¬ 
tempt to crack this new 
language, taking the term 
‘Kafkaesque’ to another 
dimension. Touring in 
Mumbai, Pune, Kolkata, 

Delhi, Karachi among 
others, Johnson has adapted one of the 
most famous opening scenes from clas- 
sic literature — when protagonist 
Gregor Samsa, a travelling salesman, 
wakes up as an insect in Franz Kafka’s 
The Metamorphosis — for VR. 

For ‘VRWandlung’ (a pun on the 
German word verwandlung meaning 
metamorphosis), the participant 
adorns a weighty virtual reality head¬ 
set with headphones, comfortable slip¬ 
pers, and hefty gloves with sensors in a 
makeshift darkroom with futuristic 
blue lighting. The scene begins with a 
black screen; then you wake up in a bed 
in 1915. 

Peeling flowery wallpaper, grey light 
and sounds of rain from a small win¬ 
dow, all seems normal. Until you peer 
at your own hands and your own body, 
and you see the “armour-like back”, the 
tentacle limbs, and the drooping an¬ 
tenna above you. As you walk through 
the space, it’s clearly a digital rendering 
with giveaway computer glitches. But 
once you stare into a cheval mirror and 


watch your movements transplanted 
onto a life-sized vermin, it takes a few 
seconds to re-calibrate. 

For the next four minutes, you can 
explore the simulated details of a world 
that 30 professionals in Prague took 
seven weeks to painstakingly hand- 
make in physical space and reconstruct 
in the virtual. They borrowed from the 
story aesthetically and from Kafka’s bi¬ 
ography to present the mundane mad¬ 
ness of daily life. There is the photo on 
the wall of a lady dressed in copious fur, 
the chest of drawers with sewing ob¬ 
jects, the writing table with handwrit¬ 
ten letters, and the alarm clock 
among others 

‘What a quiet life it is the family 
leads,’ said Gregor to himself, and, gaz¬ 
ing into the darkness... ‘But what now, if 
all this peace and wealth and comfort 
should come to a horrible and frighten¬ 
ing end?’ reads the trans¬ 
lation of the story by 
David Wyllie. 

Johnson imagined the 
piece as a shrine, as an 
ode to Kafka, and not a 
game. But, many partici¬ 
pants in Europe have in¬ 
teracted with the space 
looking for something to 
do. Johnson said he’s had 
a more gratifying tour in 
India, where viewers are 
moved simply by the ex¬ 
perience of walking 
through a digital space. 
“Visually, all the talent is 
here to do virtual reality. 
And to do it cheaper, and faster,” 
Johnson said from his experience of 
working with Indian CGI artists, colour 
gradists, and cinematographers. “You 
have people here who can create strik¬ 
ing visual environments. So they just 
have to get a hold of the technology. The 
technology right now is expensive, but 
it won’t be in the future.” 

Currently, the Oculus Quest, re¬ 
leased after Facebook bought leading 
maker Oculus, is the latest standard 
with no wires and no PC. It costs around 
$400. Google’s affordable cardboard 
model, which provides a similar effect 
with one’s own phone, is slowly com¬ 
ing in, but is still without mass appeal 
in India. 

According to Johnson, China cur¬ 
rently leads in terms of creative and 
cutting-edge artistic uses of virtual re¬ 
ality, while Germany and Switzerland 
has the most funding for experimenta¬ 
tion. But it is only a matter of five to 10 
years before India will join the wave, 
Johnson believes.

Raspberry Sodas, a Rooster and Other Stories 

Remembering Boman Kohinoor, owner of Mumbai’s iconic Britannia & Co, who passed away on Wednesday

A CUSTOMER at Britannia & Co in Mumbai 
for years, Kunal Vijaykar had numerous en¬ 
counters with the genial owner, Boman 
Kohinoor. One of the more memorable was 
when Kohinoor showed him a letter he had 
received from the Queen of England’s lady- 
in-waiting. A self-acknowledged Anglophile, 
Kohinoor was known to have written fre¬ 
quently to the Queen. Then there was the 
video, in which he asked to meet William and 
Catherine, the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge when they visited Mumbai in 
2016.The video went viral and the royal cou¬ 
ple ended up making time to meet their 
“No 1 fan in India”, as Kohinoor called him¬ 
self. So when Kohinoor showed the letter to 
Vijaykar, the latter was taken aback that he 
had, in fact, received a response at all. “What 
did you write to them that they responded?,” 
he asked the old man. Kohinoor said, “Oh, I 
just told them that I’m a very big fan 
of the royal family and that if they ever chose 
to come back to India, they would have my 
full support.” 

Vijaykar laughs as he recalls this episode. 
“I told him it was fine that he had told me, but 
he shouldn’t breathe a word of this to anyone 
else,” he says. Kohinoor, who died in Mumbai 
on Wednesday at 97, was, however, not one to 
conceal such things. From giving pride of 
place to the Union Jack, along with the Iranian 
flag and the Indian Tricolour to displaying 


large cardboard cutouts of Will and Kate in 
his restaurant, he wore his obsession proudly 
and happily. A risk, perhaps, in a time that is 
so long on national pride and so short on a 
sense of humour, but Kohinoor knew that his 
city loved him far too much to be offended by 
this quirk. Indeed, in the flood of nostalgia 
that greeted news of his death, there were 
many recollections of his Anglophilia—all of 
them fond. 


Kohinoor had inherited the business from 
his father Rashid, who established Britannia 
and Co in the commercial area of Ballard 
Estate in 1923. The family was among the 
Iranian migrants who had arrived in British 
India in the late 19th and early 20th century. 
While many were Zoroastrians, fleeing reli¬ 
gious persecution in their country, they were 
distinct from the Parsis who had been in India 
for many centuries. Culturally, perhaps, one of 


the most significant contributions of the Irani 
community was the Irani cafe, which, with 
its bentwood chairs, glass-topped tables and 
hot, fresh kharis and bmns, became a beloved 
feature of Mumbai's landscape. 

City historian Deepak Rao informs that in 
1947, there were around 350 Irani restaurants 
in Mumbai, many of which, after the Bombay 
Prohibition Act of1949was lifted in 1972, also 
began to serve beer. In fact, Rao first met 
Kohinoor at one such restaurant, the now- 
shuttered Bastani and Co., infamous for its 
long list of do’s and don’ts for customers, 
which even inspired a poem by Nissim 
Ezekiel. “A labourer once walked in, asking 
for directions. Kohinoor pointed to the board 
on which one of the rules was ‘don’t ask for 
address’, and asked the man if he can’t read. 
The man replied, ‘If I could read, I wouldn’t 
ask you’. At this, Kohinoor, laughed and 
helped him out,” says Rao. 

In Mumbai lore, Kohinoor and his restau¬ 
rant are larger-than-life characters, with a za¬ 
niness that is almost fictional. Take the large 
black rooster — now deceased — which, for 
many years, would stand on the counter, be¬ 
hind which would be seated Kohinoor’s late 
wife, Bachan. Or take the now legendary story 
of the time that the city ran short of raspberry 
soda, because the manufacturer Pallonji’s was 
facing labour issues. Britannia somehow 
managed to get a large stock from which bot¬ 
tles were doled out only to Parsis, who loved 
the drink. It is said that Kohinoor took this 
measure because he was worried his Parsi 


clientele would be angered if he ran through 
his stock too quickly. Although Rao says that 
if other customers insisted, he did relent. 
Kohinoor himself, as so many social media 
tributes have recollected, would wander 
among the tables, taking orders, cajoling cus¬ 
tomers to eat a little more and flattering 
young couples by comparing them to Will 
and Kate. 

These stories burnish Britannia’s image 
as one of Mumbai’s most idiosyncratic places 
and of Kohinoor as one of the city’s most 
inimitable characters. But, of course, the rea¬ 
son for the long waiting periods came down 
to the quality of the food. Its most beloved 
dishes include berry pulao, sali boti and 
dhansak. The portions were generous, the 
meat well-cooked and the quality 
unfailingly good. 

In his final years, Kohinoor expressed 
doubts about the future of his beloved restau¬ 
rant. His children weren’t very interested in 
carrying on the business, he once told this 
newspaper, and in light of the fact that the 
Bombay Port Trust, which owns the land on 
which the restaurant is located, wanted to 
raise rents to current standards, he wasn’t 
sure it was even sustainable to carry on. 
Kohinoor’s loss is irreplaceable, and if the 
restaurant shutters, as he had feared, it, too, 
would leave a vacuum that cannot be easily 
filled. But until then, there’s delectable berry 
pulao and as many delightful memories as 
there are people in the city that Kohinoor 
called home.

For Indian 
athletes, a far 
from smooth 
sailing in the 
Worlds run-up

RELAY SQUADS in shambles, a top prospect 
out of contention because of back injury, and 
a sudden dip in form of some athletes when 
they should have been peaking — it has been 
a far from smooth sailing for India in the run¬ 
up to the IAAF World Championships. Here’s 
a summary of India’s preparations for Doha. 

Now you see her, now you don’t 

Out of the blue, quarter-miler Anjali Devi 
qualifies for the Worlds at the Open National 
Championships in Bhubaneshwar in 
September. She is part of the national camp 
and trains with the elite 400m campers in 
Antalya, Turkey. However, her timings 
plateau. She is asked to head back to the 
National Institute of Sports in Patiala where 
another group of trainees are based. By March 
she leaves the camp. The reasons keep vary¬ 
ing: from her mother being ill, to sitting for 
an examination, to injury. With just about a 
month left for the Worlds, she returns to com¬ 
petition after a five-month gap and wins gold 
with a timing of 51.53s, raising eyebrows in 
the process. She is asked to attend a confir¬ 
matory trials, a must for athletes who have 
been away from the camp for extended peri¬ 
ods, to check their fitness and form. She clocks 
a slower 52.30s and heads to Doha. 

‘Acclimatisation’ costs a berth 

It is 35 degree centigrade, the humidity 
levels are close to 80, the afternoon sun is 
harsh. A handful of spectators and coaches 
who have made it to the far end of the PAC 
Stadium in Lucknow to watch the men’s 
triple jump final of the Inter-State 
Championships are getting dehydrated and 
trying to huddle in a small patch of shade. 
The jumpers have no respite from the heat. 
The organizers — the Uttar Pradesh Athletics 
Association — have not even arranged drink¬ 
ing water for the triple jumpers. By the end 
of the competition, Arpinder Singh, the Asian 
Games gold-medallist is dizzy and ex¬ 
hausted. His bestjump, in his second attempt 
is 16.83 metres. He seemed destined to meet 
the qualifying standard of 16.95 metres for 
the World Championships, but the heat and 
humidity got the better of him. The logic 
given by an official for holding an event dur¬ 
ing the hottest time of the day is this: “Doha 
will also be very hot.” The fact is that the 
Khalifa Stadium is air-conditioned. 

Flip-flop on Hima’s injury status 

Hima Das’s back injury is played down as 
a reason for her not being able to qualify in 
the 400m for the World Championships in 
August. The 45-day break she took to study 
in Feb-March when she hardly trained, is the 
cause for her dip in timings, the athletics fed¬ 
eration believes now. By September, she is 
picked for the relay squad with a rider. Now, 
her back injury has become a major concern 
and AFI decides that she will run only after a 
medical assessment just before the event. A 
week later she is mled out because of the in- 
j ury. Just over a year after her historic gold at 
thejunior World Championships, Hima faces 
an uncertain future. The fact that she was 
made to run lower-tier events in Europe de¬ 
spite a bad back raises the question: Did the 
AFI mismanage her back injury? 

Relay bubble waiting to burst 

The relay squad have always been hyped 
as medal prospects. In the run-up to the 
Worlds, there is talk of a possible medal in 
the mixed relays. Thankfully, good sense 
prevails and the prediction is downgraded 
to a ‘qualification for the final’. Injuries to key 
runners, including Arokia Rajiv, Saritaben 
Gayakwad and Das — all the members of 
medal winnings relay squads at the Asian 
Games — have been a setback. The men’s re¬ 
lay team are on the edge of failing to qualify 
after being pushed down to the 16th and last 
place in the rankings. Alarm bells ring and 
the AFI adds the men’s relay event to the 
Inter-State Athletics Championships a life¬ 
line. A comedy of errors follows at the meet 
when the main runner of the first team 
limps off because of injury and his team¬ 
mate takes the baton from another team. 
Luckily, there are no last-minute surprises at 
the African Games, and the men’s squad 
hold on to the 16th place. 

No Chopra, no buzz 

A day before the Doha championship, star 
Javelin thrower Neeraj Chopra calls up a fed¬ 
eration official and tells him he is keen to par¬ 
ticipate. Chopra has just started throwing af¬ 
ter an elbow surgery in May. The 21 -year-old 
is a potential top-six finisher — a huge 
achievement for a country which has only 
Anju Bobby George’s bronze from 2003 to 
brag about — but the official is sensible 
enough to dissuade Chopra from taking the 
risk of returning to competition too early. 

In Chopra’s absence, Asian Athletics 
Championships silver medal winner Shivpal 
Singh and Annu Rani in the women’s section 
will try and fill the void. While Annu has been 
consistent at around 60m, Shivpal’s form has 
dipped closer to the event. After a commend¬ 
able 86.23m atthe Asians atthe same venue, 
he hasn’t quite reached the same lofty 
heights. His 76.48 m at Czech Republic is a 
cause for concern.

INDIA’S LONE marathon runner at the ath¬ 
letics world championships which begins in 
Doha on Friday, Thonakal Gopi, has become 
a voracious reader recently. The Kerala ath¬ 
lete, who generally goes to bed at 10 pm 
sharp, has been training himself since the 
last two weeks to stay up late by reading his 
favourite Malayalam novels. The reason be¬ 
ing he doesn’t want to feel sleepy during his 
race, which will be held at midnight in Doha 
to give the endurance athletes respite from 
the sweltering heat and humidity. 

“I feel sleepy when the clock strikes 10 
but since the last fortnight, I have started 
reading a Vaikom Muhammad Basheer 
book. I have also changed my training rou¬ 
tine a bit. All the intense workout sessions 
have been shifted to late evenings,” said the 
31 -year-old, who has been doing his running 
sessions under the noon sun in Bangalore in 
anticipation of the Doha heat. 

It’s not only Gopi who is perturbed by the 
heat. Acclimatisation will be tougher for the 
Indian quarter milers who arrived from ice- 
cool Poland where they have been training for 
the past few months under coach Galina 
Bukharina. From an average of 15 degree 
centigrade in Europe, they are now getting 
used to 38 degrees. Several top athletes, 
mostly from Europe, had apprehensions about 
the weather in Doha, so the World 
Championships were moved out of their usual 
window of July-August to late September and 
the marathon given a midnight start. The race 
walk events, which demand a high level of en¬ 
durance, are being held post 11 -pm 

“All of us have been training in such cool 


temperatures in Poland and the moment we 
landed here we felt disoriented by the heat. 
We have stayed put in the hotel room and 
haven’t even ventured out at all because of 
the terrible heat. It will take a few days for us 
to get acclimatised,” Amoj, a member of the 
men’s relay squad said. 

According to an Associated Press report 
the temperature is bound to hit 38 degrees 
Celsius with humidity close to 70 percent. The 
Americans and a few other countries have 
reached Doha armed with ice-cooled vests. 
Even though the marathon events have been 
shifted to midnight, it doesn’t mean the run¬ 
ners are guaranteed a pleasant outing. 

“Humidity: 80%. Dew point: 83%. Feels 
like: 112 F (44 C),” American long-distance 


runner wrote on social media after a train¬ 
ing session at 9:32 pm. 

The venue for the mega event, the open 
roof Khalifa International Stadium, has a 
massive air cooling system which will main¬ 
tain the temperature at a pleasant 23 to 25 
degrees Celsius. However, the warm-up area 
is not air-conditioned and how athletes cope 
with the sudden change in temperature 
could make or break their championships. 

“We want as many people to finish in as 
good a shape as possible. The medical team 
will be very alert. The heat is not the biggest 
issue. Anyone who has run or competed 
knows you can deal with heat, but the hu¬ 
midity is a challenge,” Sebastian Coe, the 
International Association of Athletics 


Federations president said. 

But he insisted the organisers are well- 
equipped and trying their best to combat it. 

“We will watch those metrics. We have ex¬ 
tra precautions, extra things out on the course. 
We have more medical supervision, more wa¬ 
ter available. But it is going to be tough. It will 
be tough. We have to be mindful all the time 
of the welfare of the athletes. We have a med¬ 
ical team who will monitor those conditions 
all the time. We have monitored it since get¬ 
ting here and we’ve undertaken a lot of work 
on heat management,” Coe added. 

Sprinter Dutee Chand, who trains in 
Hyderabad for the most part of the year, said 
the sun in Doha is harshest she has faced. The 
Odisha sprinter points out that though the main 
stadium has air conditioning, the warm-up area 
exposes athletes to the heat and humidity. 

“I have run in Doha during the Asian 
Championships and this is the hottest place I 
have competed in. It gets really tough at the 
training track where the sun beats directly on 
you. I have raced in really harsh weathers in 
India but Doha is a different world,” Dutee said. 

Twenty-seven athletes from India will 
take part in the Championships beginning 
September 27 to October 6. For most Indians, 
the main target would be to reach the finals 
of the event and clock their personal bests. 
To get a rough idea of the level of competi¬ 
tion, Dutee, India’s fastest female runner, is 
placed 35th when her timing is compared 
with the rest of the field. The relay teams are 
hoping to make the cut for the finals which 
will earn them a ticket to the Olympics. They 
all know it’s a tough ask and the weather is¬ 
n’t going to make matters easier as well. 

“We will go all out and try to earn that 
Olympic quota. The team is in good shape 
and we are pretty confident,” Jacob added.

Stars fight for equality by protesting track’s pregnancy penalty

DOHA, SEPTEMBER 26 

FOR DECADES, the message to women in 
track and field was crystal clear: get preg¬ 
nant, lose sponsorship money. A rebellion 
led by some of the sport's top runners, 
Allyson Felix, Kara Goucher and Alysia 
Montano, is helping to change that. 

Two months after the US women's soccer 
players stated their case for equal pay, women 
in track and field come to their major event, 
the world championships in Doha, having 
found their footing on another important cru¬ 
sade — retaining full pay from their sponsor¬ 
ship deals after they get pregnant. 

"It's the power of the collective," Felix 
said in an interview with The Associated 
Press. "Alysia speaking, Kara speaking, the 
women's soccer team. It's just such a piv¬ 
otal time right now in women's sports, and 
we're seeing change happen." 

The six-time Olympic and 11-time 
world champion had a baby girl in 


November and will compete on the 
women's relay team next week at the 
worlds in Doha, where she will have a new 
apparel sponsor, Athleta, after spending 
years with Nike. Nike responded to the out¬ 
cry, as well, announcing in May that it 
would not apply performance-related pay 
reductions for pregnant athletes for a con¬ 
secutive period of 12 months. Then, last 
month, the company expanded that to 18 
months — starting eight months before the 
due date — and pledged to include specific 
language about pregnancy in its contracts 
to reinforce the policy. 

"We recognize we can do more and that 
there is an important opportunity for the 
sports industry to evolve to support female 
athletes," Nike said in a statement. 

Track and field hasn't dealt with as many 
equal-pay issues as soccer, in part because men 
and women compete at the same time at the 
same venue, so there's never been an accurate 
way to measure attendance and viewership 
for one gender over the other. 

The women's side of the sport has long

produced as much talent and star power as 
the men: Felix, Sanya Richards-Ross, 
Marion Jones, Jackie Joyner-Kersee, and the 
list goes on. Meanwhile, USA Track and 
Field has established a pay system based 
on merit and potential that pays men and 


women equally. 

But, as the world found out this year, the 
conversation changes when it comes to en¬ 
dorsement contracts in a sport in which an 
increasing number of female athletes are 
putting careers on hold to have babies, then 
returning to compete at a high level. In May, 
Montano, the six-time U.S. champion who 
famously raced while she was eight 
months pregnant, broke nondisclosure 
agreements with Nike to produce a video 
describing the reality of being a woman in 
track and field. 

"The sports industry allows for men to 
have a full career, and when a woman de¬ 
cides to have a baby, it pushes women out 
at their prime," she said. "When I told 
(Nike) I wanted to have a baby during my 
career, they said, 'Simple, we'll just pause 
your contract and stop paying you'." 

Montano is five months pregnant with 
her third child and now has a sponsorship 
deal with an active wear company, 
Cadenshae, which has vowed to support 
her regardless of whether she returns to 


the track. Her message led Felix and 
Goucher to both go public with their sto¬ 
ries, as well. 

In a New York Times opinion piece, Felix 
recounted how Nike "wanted to pay me 
70% less than before". She eventually 
helped push the company to change the 
way it deals with pregnant athletes. When 
Nike revised its contracts, she celebrated. 

"This means that female athletes will 
no longer be financially penalized for hav¬ 
ing a child," Felix wrote on Instagram. 

Goucher also participated in the op-ed, 
describing the pressure she felt from Nike to 
go back to training instead of caring for her 
newborn son, Colt. Despite Nike's changes, 
Goucher now lists Altra as her shoe sponsor. 

While Goucher and Montano will not 
compete in Doha this week, Felix will be 
there, and she won't be the only mother on 
the track. Ali, the 2016 Olympic silver medal¬ 
ist in the 100 hurdles, will be there. Two-time 
Olympic sprint champion Shelly-Ann Fraser- 
Pryce of Jamaica is a mom. Marathoner 
Roberta Groner has three kids.

‘Cricket 
world needs 
to do more 
for Pakistan’

PAKISTAN HEAD coach Misbah-ul-Haq has 
requested the support of more cricket¬ 
playing nations as the country takes an¬ 
other step towards the revival of interna¬ 
tional matches on home soil with a 
limited-overs series against Sri Lanka in 
Karachi and Lahore. 

Major international teams have avoided 
touring Pakistan since a 2009 militant at¬ 
tack on Sri Lanka's team bus in Lahore left 
six security personnel and two civilians 
dead while six players were injured. 

Pakistan have been forced to play most 
of their 'home' matches in the United Arab 
Emirates, but have hosted teams such as 
Zimbabwe and West Indies in recent years. 
“I think be it Pakistan, or any other coun¬ 
try that has faced similar situation, we need 
to make sure cricket keeps going,” Misbah 
told reporters ahead of Friday's first one- 
day international against Sri Lanka in 
Karachi. 

“We need to do more and more, the 
world cricket needs to do more to make 
sure that we play series here on regular ba¬ 
sis and cricket is not affected. We under¬ 
stand that this wasn't an easy decision... but 
it is encouraging sign to see Sri Lanka com¬ 
ing here for series.” 

Ten Sri Lankan players opted out of the 
tour over security fears but their cricket 
board confirmed the series after being as¬ 
sured of head-of-state-like security by the 
Pakistan government. 

Misbah said a full-strength Sri Lanka 
team would have made it a more exciting 
contest but still expects a competitive 
white-ball series in front of packed stadi¬ 
ums. “When you're playing at home 
ground, you're also different at emotional 
level. It will be an important moment for 
all the players," the former Pakistan cap¬ 
tain added. 

“It is also important for youngsters to 
play in front of home crowd and home 
ground. It is key for them to play in front of 
packed stadium. You can't attract crowd at 
neutral venue.” The remaining two one- 
dayers will also be held in Karachi on 
Sunday and Wednesday, while the three 
Twenty20 internationals will be played in 
Lahore on Oct. 5,7 and 9. 

High security 

Pakistan have put in place stringent se¬ 
curity measures normally reserved for 
heads of state. All the arrangements are be¬ 
ing led by the country's military, with 
around 2,000 security personnel on alert 
at the team's hotel and at the ground. Sri 
Lankan skipper Lahiru Thirimanne — cap¬ 
taining the side after regular skipper 
Dimuth Karunaratne pulled out — is con¬ 
fident cricket will be in focus. “The security 
has been really first class,” said Thirimanne 
on Thursday. 

"We didn't have any problems. The fa¬ 
cilities here are really good. Actually we are 
not allowed to go out from the hotel, so we 
did some get together and played some 
FIFA games and carrom” 

Thirimanne, the most experienced 
player in the squad with 125 ODIs, accepted 
the series would be difficult without so 
many key men. “It's a good challenge be¬ 
cause 10 of our senior players are not here. 
First of all we must respect their decision 
because it's not about personal decision, 
you have to talk about with your families 
when you take this kind of decision.”

Burying the past, starting afresh 

Several South African players would look to excorcise the ghosts of the 2015 series, which they lost 3-0

HE WAS not part of the debacle four years 
ago, but Aiden Markram knows there may 
be scars from the 0-3 defeat for those who 
were part of the 2015 series. It was the first 
overseas series defeat for the Proteas in al¬ 
most a decade, that too with a team featur¬ 
ing the likes of —AB de Villiers, Hashim Amla, 
Dale Steyn, JP Duminy and Morne Morke— 
and the current team is considerably weaker, 
at least on paper, that was spun out by Virat 
Kohli & Co on tailor-made surfaces. 

Markram was just out of his teens then 
and had not even made his international de¬ 
but then, but knows the impact the dmbbing 
had on South African cricket, which has been 
struggling to reach its previous heights ever 
since. “I remember watching that series a few 
years ago and it looked incredibly difficult. 
And I'm sure there's a bit of baggage that cer¬ 
tain players that were on that tour might still 
be carrying but that's completely fine,” 
Markram told the International Cricket 
Council's official website. 

The first of three Tests begins on October 2 
at Visakhapatnam, and the Proteas opener is 
under no illusion about the enormity of the 
challenge. “I think it's never an easy tour com¬ 
ing to anywhere in the subcontinent, let alone 
India. It's full of challenges, but if we can con¬ 
quer those challenges it will be really reward¬ 
ing,” he added. 

Markram has had an impressive start to his 
Test career, compiling 1,58 mns in 17 games at 
an average of43.80, but is grossly inexperi¬ 
enced away from his familiar surroundings. In 
the only away series he has played, Markram 
had scores of 0,19,7 and 14 on the 2018 tour of 
Sri Lanka. But he was not part ofthe recent T20I 


series against India as he was playing in the 'A' 
series in hope of being in the best possible form 
and mindset when it comes to the Tests. He 
believes that experience will hold him in good 
stead against the No.l Test team in the world. 

After a forgettable outing in the first 'A' Test 
atThiruvananthapuram which the visitors lost 
convincingly, Markram made amends in 
Mysuru with an innings of 161 in a drawn 
game. 

“From a personal perspective, it was nice 
to spend time out in the middle. I think the 
wickets we get will be a lot different to the 
wickets we got in the A series,” Markram said. 

However, the build-up has been quite 
steady, with several players including 
Markram playing the India A games, which 
fielded a quality side. “In the field as well, it was 
nice for us as fielders to be on our feet for long 
periods of time and for our bowlers to bowl 
plenty of spells in these hot conditions. I took 
a lot from the A side games and I'm ready to go 
in the Test matches. The guys are positive and 
upbeat and we're maintaining a really good 
language in the change room, a really strong 
language. 

Those who are returning to India after the 
2015 nightmare may have tales to tell about 
the difficult conditions they encountered, but 
Markram believes the South Africans will have 
to deal with whatever is thrown at them. 

“At the end of the day, we're not going to 
harp on about conditions, we pretty much 
know what to expect and we just need to get 
the job done,” he said. 

Hard to see Rohit sitting out: 
Rahane 

Mumbai : India's Test vice-captain 
Ajinkya Rahane said it was “hard” to see 
Rohit Sharma sitting out of the first Test 
against the Proteas after being given an¬ 


other shot at reviving his long-format ca¬ 
reer at the top of the order. With Rahane 
himself and Hanuma Vihari cementing 
their spots with hundreds on the recent 
Caribbean tour, the only slot open for Rohit 
was as an opener. 

“I don't know yet whether Rohit will 
open the innings. If he does, I will be happy 
for him. I said in West Indies also, it is hard 
to see a special talent like Rohit sitting out,” 
Rahane said at an event. 

Defending his fellow Mumbai player, 
Rahane said Rohit has added the required 
steel to his fluid strokeplay to succeed at 
the Test level.“He has worked so hard and 
if he gets an opportunity, I am sure, he will 
do well,” Rahane believed. 

He reiterated the quality of Sharma, 
which though has flickered sporadically in 
the longest format. However, in the last 11 
innings, he averages 53. “We all know the 
quality he has - special talent. Test cricket 
is all about mindset and ODI cricket, you 
can just go out there and back yourself. In 
Test cricket, sometimes if two bowlers are 
bowling good spells, you need to respect 
that and come out strong and play your 
game after that,” he said. 

Talking about the upcoming series, 
Rahane said the quality bowlers in the 
Proteas line-up needed to be dealt with 
carefully, as opposed to the popular per¬ 
ception that India would stroll to a series 
victory. He sounded out a warning. 
“(Kagiso) Rabada is a quality bowler. He is 
a wicket-taker. It doesn't matter how the 
wicket will be. We have to respect him and 
the other bowlers. They have got a rela¬ 
tively young team, but their bowling attack 
- fast bowlers and spinners are experi¬ 
enced. Keshav Maharaj has played county 
cricket and did well in red ball. You need to

respect them,” he added. Besides, there is 
also the immensely talented but inconsis¬ 
tent Lungi Ngidi, who had harassed India 
in the 2018 series in South Africa. 

For the 31-year-old, one of the bigger 
challenges is to get more matches when 
someone is just playing one international 
format, which is Test cricket in his case. 
“The only challenge you have is getting 
match practice. Sometimes, match prac¬ 
tice is really important and facing quality 
bowlers is important. At the highest level, 
you face quality bowlers all the time. All of 
them are equally good. You don't get loose 
balls easily.” 

First day washed out 

Meanwhile, the first day of the warm¬ 
up game between Board President's XI and 
the visiting South Africans was washed out 
due to heavy rain in Vizianagaram. Even af¬ 
ter the rain subsided the outfield remained 
wet. This is South Africa's only warm-up 
game before the first Test. The focus of the 
match is Board President's XI skipper Rohit 
Sharma, who will be opening the innings 
as preparation for the Test series. 

The other two India players in action 
who are also part of the Test series are 
opener Mayank Agarwal and pacer Umesh 
Yadav.

Cricket gets 
social life, as 
ICC ties up 
with Facebook

SOON, CRICKET- MATCH recaps, in-play mo¬ 
ments and feature content will be available 
on Facebook, Instagram and WhatsApp. This 
follows the International Cricket Council’s 
(ICC) partnership with Facebook that makes 
the American social media giants the world 
body’s “exclusive digital content rights part¬ 
ner” for all ICC events in the subcontinent 
till 2023. 

Post-match recaps will be carried 
throughout the rest of the world as well. India 
would be hosting two major ICC events dur¬ 
ing this period - the 2021 World T20 and the 
2023 World Cup. The ICC described the deal 
as “ground-breaking”. 

Facebook bought Instagram in 2012 
and WhatsApp two years later. Earlier this 
year, Facebook’s chief executive Mark 
Zuckerberg had revealed his plans to inte¬ 
grate the services by early 2020. According to 
a spokesperson from the Facebook’s PR team 
in India, cricket that will be available on 
Facebook, will come to WhatsApp and 
Instagram as well. 

“What will come on Facebook will be 
cross-posted on WhatsApp and Instagram. If 
there’s a highlights package of three to five 
minutes on Facebook, which is shared on 
Instagram, it goes to IGTV (a standalone video 
application) straightaway. Because, on 
Instagram, videos have a limit of one minute. 
As far as WhatsApp is concerned, we will 
work out a method to bring the content on 
the app,” the Facebook spokesperson said, 
adding that the whole endeavour is aimed at 
the way Facebook is trying to shape its “sports 
narrative”. 

The social media conglomerate is trying 
to bring in more sports content for its follow¬ 
ers. They have a partnership with La Liga also, 
with regards to the Spanish football league’s 
digital content in India. 

ICC chief executive Manu Sawhney cited 
this year’s World Cup’s digital popularity as a 
reason behind Facebook’s involvement in the 
game. “The record-breaking growth in digital 
consumption at this summer’s ICC Men’s 
Cricket World Cup demonstrated the contin¬ 
ued power of cricket to connect and engage 
more deeply with diverse audiences around 
the world. 

“Throughout the competitive bid process, 
we received tremendous interest from a 
range of platforms, all of whom recognise the 
phenomenal reach of cricket. In Facebook, we 
have a genuine partner who shares in our 
ambition to continue to grow and deepen en¬ 
gagement with cricket fans globally using its 
platforms,” he stated in a press release. 

According to the ICC, the World Cup in 
England had 4.6 billion video views across 
the global body’s digital and social media 
platforms. Facebook India vice-president and 
managing director Ajit Mohan termed the 
arrangement as “the next stage of technol¬ 
ogy led transformation” in cricket. 

“With Facebook, Instagram and 
WhatsApp, the ICC has an exceptional oppor¬ 
tunity to leverage our family of apps to serve 
current sports fans as well as bring in an en¬ 
tirely new generation of fans. Every day, peo¬ 
ple come to our platforms to talk about, and 
form friendships around, cricket. With this 
partnership, we will be able to serve these 
fans with the kind of premium content that 
can ignite new conversations, new connec¬ 
tions and new followership,” he said. 

The company stressed that the deal would 
no way infringe the ICC’s global broadcast 
partner, Star Sports’ rights. “It’s not a 
screening deal. It won’t involve Facebook 
screening the matches. But it would involve 
content around the matches coming out on 
Facebook. For example, when a match is be¬ 
ing broadcast, after an hour or so Facebook 
can have a top highlights package running. 
TV broadcast stays with Star and it’s not tech- 
nically even clashing with Hotstar,” the 
spokesperson said.

The for¬ 
mer Australian skipper, who played 87 Tests 
and 74 one-day internationals, had been 
Cricket Australia's national talent manager for 
the past nine years as well as a selector. Former 
Test wicketkeeper Graham Manou will take 
over an expanded role of national talent and 
pathway manager, with a replacement selec¬ 
tor to be named at a later date. The current 
panel consists of Chappell, chairman Trevor 
Hohns and Justin Langer. Cricket Australia chief 
Kevin Roberts paid tribute to the 71 -year-old 
for his “exemplary service” to the game. 

Puyol rejects Bara 
sporting director role 

Former Barcelona captain Carles Puyol has re¬ 
jected the chance to rejoin the club as a gen¬ 
eral manager in place of Pep Segura who left 
in July by mutual consent. President Josep 
Maria Bartomeu said this month he was hope¬ 
ful of convincing Puyol to return to Camp Nou, 
where he played as a defender for his entire 
career, between 1999 and 2014. “Afterthinking 
about it a lot I decided not to accept the club's 
offer,” Puyol said. “It was not an easy decision, 
I always said I would like to return to the place 
I consider my home, but various personal proj¬ 
ects I find myself immersed make it taxing."

Championship bronze medallist. 
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US see red in Kobe calamity 


England overpower United States in a match marred by a challenge on Owen Farrell 
that produces the first red card of the Rugby World Cup.

UNITED STATES flankerjohn Quill became 
the first player to be sent off at the 2019 
Rugby World Cup when he was shown a 
red card for leading with his shoulder into 
the head of England’s Owen Farrell on 
Thursday and the Eagles also lost two key 
players to injury in the Pool C match. Quill 
delivered the hit after the England re¬ 
placement back had knocked on and ref¬ 
eree Nic Berry checked the TV pictures be¬ 
fore sending him from the pitch in the 
70th minute. World Rugby have cracked 
down on dangerous tackles to the head 
this year and Quill faces a ban of at least 
three weeks for the offence, effectively 
ending his World Cup. 

There were few positives to take from 
the 45-7 defeat at the Kobe Misake 
Stadium and US coach Gary Gold now has 
repair work to do with 19-year-old prop 
David Ainuu (ankle) and fullback Will 
Hooley (concussion) set to miss their next 
match against France on Wednesday. “It 
was a bit of a calamity in Kobe,” Gold told 
a news conference. “We feel we let our¬ 
selves down badly today.” 

England ran in seven tries to expose 
the gulf in class between the sides and the 
Americans claimed only a late consolation 
try. Gold had no complaints about Quill's 
red card and said the players had all been 
warned about high tackles and how ref¬ 
erees would deal with such challenges. 
“I’m not sure they could make it any 
clearer. You're not allowed to make con¬ 
tact with the head, and you certainly need 
to use your arms, and he didn't do either," 
Gold said. The United States were second 
best in every department on Thursday and 
had learned a hard lesson, he said. 

“We lost every single aspect of today's 
game,” added Gold, who also bemoaned 
the loss of Ainuu only two minutes into the 
game. “When it rains it pours. To lose David, 
and then to lose Will to a bad concussion, 
and then to lose Quilly to a red card, it was 
a bit of a calamity in Kobe tonight.” 

The lower tier teams at the World Cup 
have earned praise for their improved 
showing in Japan and while Gold had said 
before the game that their goal had been 
to establish the credibility of US rugby 
they fell way short on Thursday.

Samoa centre Lee-Lo gets 
three-game ban for tackle 

SAMOA CENTRE Rey Lee-lo has been sus¬ 
pended for their next three matches at 
the Rugby World Cup for making a reck¬ 
less high tackle in Tuesday’s 34-9 victory 


over Russia, an independent judicial 
committee said. Both Lee-lo and hooker 
Motu Matu'u were given yellow cards by 
referee Romain Poite after the television 
match official reviewed their tackles on 
Russia captain Vasily Artemyev within 
two minutes of each other. 

Tournament organisers confirmed 
the two were cited for acts of foul play 
and the committee deemed Lee-lo's 
tackle dangerous and worthy of a red 
card instead of a yellow. “The commit¬ 
tee... applied World Rugby's mandatory 
minimum mid-range entry point, which 
was introduced in 2017 to mitigate the 
risk of head injuries, carrying a minimum 
six-match suspension,” the committee 
said in a statement. 

“Having acknowledged Lee-lo's dis¬ 
ciplinary record, good character and con¬ 
duct at the hearing, the committee re¬ 
duced the six-match entry point by three 
matches, resulting in a sanction of three 
matches.” Lee-lo will miss Samoa's pool 
games against Scotland, Japan and 
Ireland. The 32-year-old has 48 hours to 
appeal the decision. Matu’u’s hearing 
was also scheduled for Thursday but the 
committee is yet to issue a final ruling on 
his citation. REUTERS
